"The school also has a fully operational en- 
gine room, speech laboratories, radar room, 
Computer room and 12 classrooms. 

Designed to be a boarding school, NTMA 
has 90 rooms which can accommodate 360 
students at a time.

content and form of television shows, in- 
cluding news and current affairs.” 

In her lecture, Lazaro discussed the 
challenges faced by television in the 
midst of "a changing landscape,” and dis- 
cussed best practices for media practi- 
toners. 

“Today, surveys tell us that TV is now the 
main source of information, with radio 
and print trailing behind it. I has also be- 
come the most credible,” she said, adding 
that the findings were “interesting” now 
that TV has been criticized as being “sensa- 
tional, arrogant and biased.” 

"To be sure, the medium is faced with 
many problems and challenges because 
of a changing landscape, and the keen 
‘competition that keeps the gatekeepers 
fon their toes to stay alive," Lazaro said. 

"She said the “obsession” with ratings was 
cone such problem: "In some cases, it has be- 
come the end-all and bell When competi- 
tion was narrowed down to two stations, it 
took on more prominence and performance 
trackers kept an eagle eye on the numbers” 

‘While admitting that ratings were а 
good indicator of who was watching, she 
Said there was also a downside to this ob- 
session 

"If you get caught in the vortex of a 
ratings tornado, you end up producing 
programs and adding elements just to 
fate, and many good stories can fall by 
the wayside,” said Lazaro. 

“They say that competition keeps us 
alert and on our toes. While that is cer- 
tainly a good way to keep the adrenaline 
pumping, italso pressures us to do things 


that, under normal circumstances, we 
would find to be in poor taste,” she said 


Exclusives 

Lazaro also commented on the current 
‘Trend of airing "exclusives." 

"We now think in terms of exdu- 
sives—our newscasts are punctuated by 
exclusives. Perhaps again it is time to re- 
View what the intrinsic value of an exclu- 
Sive is and, more importantly, how our 
Choices of exclusives affect the audiences 
who watch us, she said. 

Lazaro cited as examples the breakup 
of Filipino entertainment personality Ruf- 
fa Gutierrez and her Turkish husband Yil- 
maz Bektas and a hairpuling incident, 
both of which had been highlighted in the 
news as exclusives” 

“с may be worthwhile to ask our- 
selves: What value does hair-pulling 
have as a news story aside from the rivet- 
ing human drama of two women tearing 
at each others hair?” she said, adding: 

“Are we doing this just to attract our 
audience, or keep up with competition? 
1s there a lesson to be learned?” 

‘These “tabloid TV news stories” arere- 
ports that “focused on the details and 
blew them up,” Lazaro said. 

“Like the hair-puling incident and the 
Ruffa'Yilmaz story, details were blown 
up and milked for ай (they were] worth. 
‘The tabloid news has become the norm,” 
shesaid 


‘Idiotizing’ the audience 

Remarking on the way news is being 
delivered on TV Lazaro said: 

“When reading the news, words are 
heavily punctuated in the same manner 
that you would announce a major catas- 
trophe. 1 find it personally difficult to 
reconcile this mode of delivery with the 
Basic characteristic of television. Be- 
cause of the intimacy ofthe medium, you 
enter into the private spaces of your au

in one instance, she narrated, 
while shooting the movie “Badjao,” а 
1957 classic Filipino film where she 
portrayed a tribal princess bride, the 
American Embassy sent а helicopter 
to pick her up to supervise a blood do- 
nation drive. 

It was through Rosal that the PNRC, 
with her as a member of the board of 
governors, was able to launch "Opera- 
Чоп Blood Brother” in 1975. 

Rosal relates: "Kasi when 1 went to а 
сепайп hospital nakita ko iyong mga 
pasyente pinauwi, so sinabi ko, Bakit 
Pinyo sila pinauwi?”

Strict testing due to AIDS 

Her weekly routine lasted for sev- 
eral years. li stopped in the early 
1980s, at the outbreak of the Ac- 
quired Immuno Deficiency Syndrome 
(AIDS) disease. 

The blood supply then came to a 
trickle due to the strict blood testing 
required. But Rosal was unfazed and 
Worked to obtain equipment to en- 
able the PNRC to test blood. 

"When AIDS broke out, when 1 
found out, I was ble to get from the 
Australian Embassy $50,000. After а 
week, the French Embassy gave me a 
Whole machine,” she said, adding 
that these generous international do- 
nations had enabled the PNRC to be 
helrequipped" with blood-esting 
machines. “infact, the World Health 
Organization (WHO) has told the PN- 
RC thar it has laboratories at par with 
any other blood bank in the world.” 

Rosal said that apart from taking 
blood and giving blood donations, 
she got to open a clinical laboratory 
that gave the poor a chance to have 
thelr blood tested at cheaper rates 

“initially, they (PNRO) did mot 
want to give that to me. That's not 
part of the blood laboratory’ they 
Said. 1 told them,‘ have the equip- 
ment already. 1 bought this already 
‘They threatened to pack them up just 
to get rid of me. But then WHO gave 
te the license,” she said.

She noted that TV had been held “re 
sponsible for the'idiotization' of our gen- 
eration.” 

"We admit that TV has many mistakes 
that need to be corrected. But there are 
rapid changes happening even as we 
speak, and as practitioners, we have no 
choice but to cope and improve,” she 
said, referring to technological advances 
that had rendered radio, TV and print 
"old technology" 

Equating the proliferation of innova- 
tions such as the Web, e-mail, blogs, pod- 
casts and text messaging, among others, 
to the advent of TV or the invention of 
the Gutenberg press, Lazaro said the ef- 
fects of these technologies were “much 
larger and more pervasive." 

“TF in the past, you needed a lot of 
money to set upa television network, the 
new technology now available to ай of us 
is almost free,” she said, adding that it 
had also empowered ordinary citizens 
and small groups. 


Lazaro cited ABS-CBN' recent “Boto 
мо, iPatrol Mo" campaign as an example 
of how ordinary citizens could be on-the- 
spot sources of news. 

"Using their [cell phones] as cameras, 
[they were] instant one-man crews and 
reporters in the field,” she: 

"But she raised concerns about the truth- 
fulness of content from these new media: 
“Who gets the story and how do we check if 
what sup there is rue? What protection do 
you have under the law if someone maligns 
you on the Web?" 


Convergence 

‘And what are the possible effects of 
these new media on traditional media? 

“it means that the formerly well-de- 
fined boundaries between the ‘Big 
Sprint, radio and TV—have now 
blurred. The buzzword is convergence,” 
Lazaro said, noting how newspaper arti- 
cles were now appearing on the Web, 
and how radio could now also be seen on 
TV and heard online. 

“Ош audience, once wholly captive to 
us, is now faced with a multiplicity of 
choices. Thats where our current chal- 
lenge lies—how to stay relevant in the 
face ofthese new options,” she said 

Eventually, the bottom line is sub 
stance, according to Lazaro. 

"No matter how technologically ad- 
vanced we become, or have access to as 
many options within our reach, the core 
values of fairness, balance, accuracy and re- 
stint values that are as old as the Guten- 
berg press—overarches even the freedom 
of expression that we repeatedly invoke as 
journalists. These values need to be burned 
into the consciousness of each one of us in 
the practice of journalism,” she said. 

A former professor herself at the UP 
CMC for over 20 years, Lazaro also ad- 
dressed media educators in her lecture.

Decades of monocropping 
and the heavy use of synthetic Гепы 
ers just so the sugar barons could meet their 
production targets—had left the Negros soil 
too “acidic” for other crops to grow. 

Central to this healing process is the use of 
natural fertilizers and pest control solutions, 
as well as the gradual development of other 
agribusinesses. 

Alter Trade farmers, for instance, have 
learned to make а concoction of kangkong 
leaves, wild potatoes, banana trunk pith anda 
dash of muscovado to produce “insect attrac- 
tants” that draw bugs away from the veg- 
erable plots they now also cultivate on a 
smaller scale. 


‘Zero chemicals’ 

The Alter Trade network includes a compa- 
пу that supplies the farms certified organic 
fertilizers, a mill that processes and packages 
the muscovado, and а marketing arm that 
finds local and foreign buyers for the sweet- 
ener that, with the rise of the refined sugar in- 
dustry since the 1920s, had been derided as 
"ihe dirty, poor man's sugar” 

‘But do you know how the brown or white 
sugar you putin your coffee isactually made? 

“Turning cane juice into brown sugar re- 
quires “seven chemicals, and into white sug- 
ax, “a total of 21 chemicals,” said Arnel Liga- 
hon, Dagohoy's companion in the Paris trip 
and a manager at фе muscovado mill run by 
Alter Trade Manufacturing Inc. (tmi), one of 
the nerwork members. 

‘While muscovado may be more expensive 
per kilo than refined sugar, it has “zero chemi- 
Cals,” Ligahon told the Inquaen on Wednes- 
day a the Ami plant in Barangay Caluman- 
gan, Bago City. 

‘On the white board in his office on that day 
жеге columns of numbers reflecting the 
plants deliveries from January to 
June--812.5 tons so far, of which 54 percent 
was sent to Europe, 28 percent to Japan, 4 
percento Korea, and 25 percent to Malaysia. 
The remaining 13.75 percent was sold locally 


Doing the math 

From the 300 to 400 rons that made up the 
total volume of orders that ће plant recorded 
in 1994, the annual demand for its muscova- 
do in local and foreign markets has swelled to 
around 1,800 tons, Ligahon said. 

One of Armi's suppliers of sugar cane, the 


Alter Trade-backed Sta. Rita Farmers Associa- 
tion (Starfa) in Barangay Dulao, has long 
done the math and seen the wisdom of using 
organic fertilizers. 

“According to Analyn Escanes, an agricul- 
turist overseeing the training of Starfa’s 73 
members, a hectare planted to sugarcane typ- 
ically requires 14 bags (at 50 kilos each) of 
commercial fertilizers costing between 
P14,000 and P15,000. 

The same area needs about 32 bags of or- 
ganic fertilizers, including crushed sugar cane 
that can be had for free, being the waste prod- 
uct of sugar mills—all costing just under 
6,000. 

Starfa chair Torino Tomaro seid his organi- 
zation, which last year posted P1.6 million in 
gross earnings off the 20 hectares planted to 
organic sugar cane, had sharply lifted the liv- 
ing conditions of ex-hacienda workers like 
himself. 

їз members who work the collective farm 
are paid P100 a day for an eight-hour shift, 
but they receive dividends and can apply for 
microloans to buy a tricycle or maintain a 
backyard business like a piggery or a veg- 
erable garden, he said. 

Some 80 percent of the members have 
saved enough to engage in some form of en- 
terprise outside Starfa, renovated their 
ramshackle homes, bought household appli- 
ances—and, like Tomaro, sent children to col- 
lege. 


No more dead season 

And Alter Trade farmers no longer have to 
experience tiempos muertos, or the dead sea- 
son—the dreaded cycle of penury for Ne- 
grenses whose lives still depend solely on the 
sugar industry. 

În the local lingo, the term refers to the pe- 
riod between the planting season (starting in 
April) and the harvest season (September). 

During that period when workand the sug- 
ar mills grind to a halt, the jobless farmhand 
generally accepts any work left in the towns 
to keep his/her family from starving. 

"The men become construction workers or 
tricycle drivers: the women take in laundry or 
serve as housemaids, 

It is during tiempos muertos that the crime 
rate or the number of beggars rises in Negros, 
said Ted Lopez, executive director of the Alter 
"Trade Foundation Inc. 

“This is the condition you get when you try 
to plant every inch of land to sugarcane,” 
Lopez sai, recalling the period from the 502 
to the 770$ when sugar was the Philippines" 
top dollar earner and the sugar barons made 
maximum use of their land. 


Diversified food basket 

Alter Trade's long-term goal is to help de- 
velop Negros from a monocrop economy into 
a diversified food basket. 

Negros Occidental records show that as of 
2001, the province was “importing” 90 per- 
cent ofits vegetables from as far as Benguet, 
as well as 50-60 percent of its rice require- 
mens. 

“We are a net importer of everything but 
sugar,” said Jose Ma. Valencia, chief of staff of 
Negros Occidental Gov. Joseph Maranon. 

But the latest figures show an improve- 
ment, with the province now almost self suffi- 
cient in rice and its vegetable import ratio 
down to just over 50 percent, he said. 

‘About 43 percent of the agricultural area 
still grows sugarcane, but the rest has given 
space for rice, coconut, banana, mango, wa- 
termelon, lanzones and durian., 
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Insecurity 


PEAK FIRST, THINK LATER: THAT SEEMS TO BE 
S the motto of Raul Gonzalez and Norberto Gonzales, 
the two most unsettling—and unsettled—members 
sof the President's official family. The two produce an end- 
Sess amount of news stories that keep the administration. 
în the public eye—and under a cloud of public suspicion. 
The latest from the two concerns the so-called Human Se- 
curity Act (HSA): Gonzalez says it сап 
EDITORIAL be used to tap the phones of journalists; 
Gonzales says the law can be used to 
classify political enemies as terrorists. 

Т ТЄ any proof were needed that the two are speaking 
‘without thinking, its the admission by the administration 
that it is rushing the completion of the "Implementing 
Rules and Regulations” (IRR) of that Act. The devil, as 
they say, is in the details. Its bad enough that despite the 
law coming into effect, a massive information campaign 
as to its provisions has yet to take place. Even worse is 
that the justice secretary and the (acting) defense secre- 
tary are issuing fire-breathing statements without anyone 

having a chance to scrutinize either the law or the IRR. 

Besides the President herself, the public face of her ad- 
ministration includes the members of her official family. 
When we speak of Cabinet secretaries being alter egos of 
the President, it means that what they do and say are si 
nificant by virtue of the authority and prestige conferred 
by their appointments. Without the confidence of the 
chief executive, Cabinet officials are nothing, politically 
and administratively speaking—they wouldn't even have 
their jobs. But more than that, Cabinet members are en- 
trusted with authority because no president can do every- 
thing: there is much that must be delegated, if the busi- 
ness of governance is to go on. 

The primary duty for implementing the HSA must 
therefore be assigned to the Cabinet. And this is what pre- 
sents a grave cause for concern as the law's coming into 
effect looms. We do not think that acting Defense Secre- 
tary Gonzales is really in a position to do much harm, for 
example. Itwould be more prudent to assume that his ap- 
pointment is merely a reward meant to tickle his vanity 
However, if our assumption is correct, it does not speak 
highly either of the President's criteria for major Cabinet 
appointments, or her attitude toward the public as a con- 
troversial law comes into effect. She is saying, in effect, 
she doesn't care about public opinion, much less reassur- 
ing anxious sectors of the public. 

‘As for the secretary of justice, though talk is rife that his 
days are numbered, we doubt that even if this were true, 
he'd be out ofa job before the HSA goes into effect. Again, 
this sends the signal that on the eve of the implementa- 
tion of a controversial law, the most controversial, intem- 
perate, injudicious secretary of justice in Philippine histo- 
ry will be the President's point man. 

Who can blame the public, then, for the feeling of na- 
tional insecurity the HSA is fostering? Congress, particu- 
larly the Senate, and to а much lesser extent, the House, 
at least took pains to reassure the public it would include 
safeguards to prevent the use of the law for tyrannical 
purposes. But Congress has done its part; the rest lies in 
the hands of the chief executive, the only assurance the 
public has is that the courts, thus far, have stood their 
ground in the face of executive abuses of power. 

While the public may retain its faith in the courts as the 
ultimate bulwark of the rights and liberties of the citizen- 
ту, it knows full well that the Palace, given an inch, can 
take a mile. The Palace's aggressiveness in this regard 
ends up compounded by the paranoia—the siege mental- 
ity—that is its defining characteristic. A mentality, we 
might add, that is compounded precisely by the hostility 
of officials such as Gonzales and Gonzalez when it comes 
fo all the other institutions with which the executive de- 
partment is supposed to work, but hardly ever does. 

Under normal circumstances, our government's institu- 
tions should foster not only amity and cooperation, but also 
feasonableness, among each other. In the past, Cabinet sec- 
retaries would have kept lines of communication open to all 
the major institutions of government and the significant 
sectors of the public. Before inter-institutional rivalries or 
disagreements could get out of hand, members of the Cabi- 
net would have been able to get the advice and opinions of 
the Supreme Court, of the House, the Senate, civil society, 
the armed forces, media, and so on. Today, so many bridges 
have been burned by people like Gonzales and Gonzalez 
that the Palace exists in isolation—which breeds paranoia. 
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INMY COLUMN LAST WEEK, I DEPLORED THE. 
often rigid application in judicial cases of proce 
dural rules that prevent the enforcement of sub- 
stantive rights. including those guaranteed and 
protected by the ВШ of Rights. 

1 cited the case of llagan v. Enrile, 139 SCRA 
349, where three lawyers were arrested by the 
military during the dictatorship and the IBP and 
two other law organizations filed a petition for 
habeas corpus on their behalf. The Supreme 
Court ordered their temporary release to their 
principal counsel, former Chief Justice Roberto 
Concepcion and retired Justice JBL Reyes. The 
respondents moved for reconsideration, invok- 
ing a presidential detention order issued by 
Marcos against the detainees and an informa- 
tion for rebellion that had subsequently been 
fled against them before a regional trial court 
that had issued a warrant for their arrest. All 
this, it was claimed, had made the petition for 
habeas corpus moot and academic. 

"The Supreme Court agreed on the basis of 
Rule 102, Sec. 4 of the Rules of Court providing 
that “if it appears that the person alleged to be 
restrained of his liberty is in the custody of an 
officer under process issued by a court or judge 
or by virtue of a judgment or order issued by a 
‘court of record, and that the court or judge had 
jurisdiction to issue the process, render the 
judgment, or make the order, the writ shall not 
be allowed 

The majority opinion supported by 10 mem- 
bers of the Court declared: 

“As contended by respondents, the petition 
herein has been rendered moot and academic 
by virtue of che filing of an Information against 
them for Rebellion, a capital offense, before 
the Regional Trial Court of Davao City and the 
issuance of a Warrant of Arrest against them. 
The function of the special proceeding of 
habeas corpus is to inquire into the legality of 
one's detention. Now that the detained attor- 


QUESTION: HOW DO YOU SAY IN ILOCANO 
"The road is nice"? 

‘Answer: OK ngarud! (OK na road) 

In today's Gospel (Lk: 10, 1-9), Jesus 
sends off His disciples on a mission, with 
special instructions on how they are to carry 
themselves on the road. But a close look at 
the “marching orders” of Jesus shows that, 
in fact, they were not to carry themselves 
but God on the road. Whom/what do you 
carry on the road? 

Remember a saint of old by the name St. 
Christopher? The literal meaning of Christo- 
pher is "carrier of Christ" from the Latin words 
Christo (Christ) and ferre (to carry). Following 
this line, what would your name be? Money- 
pher? Power-pher? Problem-pher? Vices-pher? 
Who you are depends a lot on whatever goods 
or garbage you carry on the road of life. 


Notice how we Filipinos identify a person 
by what he carries or peddles in this Ше? 
Thus, when we call a balut vendor, we call 
his attention by saying “Psst! Balut!” Or 
“Psst! Ice Cream!” when we call an ice 
cream vendor. I wonder how people will call 
us, based on what we carry in this life? 

Based on today's Gospel, we are instructed 
to travel light on the road. We are to carry no 
provisions, “no money, no sack, no sandals. 
You and I know how burdensome itis when we 
travel with heavy and excess luggage. The bur- 
den weighs twice more when we know we are 
carrying with us prohibited items, because 
along with exhaustion comes the fear of being 
fined or denied entry at the port of destination. 
Remember, at heaven's gate, the immigration 
and customs officers there are honest, efficient 
and decisive. 

We are instructed to carry God on the road. 
There are people whose hands are fll in this 
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пеуу incarceration is by virtue of a judicial or- 
der in relation to criminal cases subsequently 
filed against them before the Regional Trial 
Court of Davao City, the remedy of habeas cor- 
pus no longer lies. The Writ had served its pur- 
pose.” 

Justices Claudio Techankee, Hermogenes 
Concepcion, Vicente Abad Santos and Lino 
Patajo dissented. I will quote here the dissent 
ing opinion of Justice Abad Santos as especial- 
iy relevant to my suggestion last week for the 
need to reexamine the Rules of Court to reduce 
the force and insistence of procedural rules 
when they tend to militate against substantive 
rights, particularly the right to be heard under 
the due process clause 

Justice Abad Santos, one of my professors in 
the UP College of Law and later my chairman 
їп the First Division of the Supreme Court, 
said: 

“It was Holmes who said thatthe life of the 
law has not been logic; it has been experience. 
Thus the Roman law was ritualistic and highly 
formai. Gradually, however, it evolved and 
form was replaced by substance. The develop- 
ment of the law did not stop there. The Ro- 
man praetorian law enlarged, supplemented 
and overrode law which had become narrow 
and rigid in scope. Finally common law pro- 
duced equity jurisprudence. It is a formal set 
of legal and procedural rules and doctrines to 
aid and even override common and statute 
law in order to protect rights and enforce du-

life, but their hearts are empty, because they 
carry themselves, not God. We must learn to 
unload our personal agenda, our plans, our 
schedules, and put the Kingdom of God as our 
priority on the road. Ifyou see life as a cruise. 
and ignore the cross, you will be truly empty 
and disappointed as you travel on.

It is the Lord 
whom we serve. 

Finally we are instructed by Jesus to be 
joyful on the road. We are gifted to do our 
‘ministry with power, but our greatest joy is 
that our “names are written in heaven.” It is 
consoling to know that there is meaning 
and reward not only on the road but also at 
the end of the road. One thing we must 
earn as we travel on is that our hands must 
unload, and our hearts must reload. Our 
hands must work, and our hands must 
share. On the same count, our hearts must 
be recharged in community and in prayer. 
Check your hands today if they are unused, 
and closed. Check your heart today if itis al- 
ready “low-bat” or fully discharged.

ties fixed by substantive law. 

"The majority opinion appeals to the mind 
for it appears to be logically constructed. It 
leans heavily on the letter of the law. Upon the 
other hand, the dissenting opinion of Justice 
Teehankee which is his article of faith appeals 
tothe mind and the heart for itis based not on- 
lyon law but on equity also. 

"1 believe that Justice Teehankee's opinion 
better serves the ends of justice and I gladly 
subscribe to it. 1 also subscribe to Justice Con- 
cepcion's separate opinion." 

Asa member of the Supreme Court, Thad on 
several occasions recognized the importance 
of correct procedures for the orderly adjudica- 
tion of substantive rights by the courts of jus 
tice. Litigations are after all not barroom 
brawls with no holds barred but civilized dis- 
cussions of conflicting positions. 

Even so, 1 had also deplored the practice of 
courts, including the Supreme Court, to apply 
technicalities as an excuse for not offending 
the political departments or, worse, to escape 
responsibility го decide serious constitutional 
questions urgently requiring their attention. A 
case in point is Guazon v. De Villa, 181 SCRA 
623, where the Supreme Court refused to rule 
directly on the legality of the "zona" because it 
had not been raised by the alleged victims but 
by their civic leaders who, the Court said, were 
mot the proper parties 

1 argued that where a house is on fire, it is 
not only the owner who can call the firemen 
but any member of the community where the 
fire may spread. So too where the Constitution 
is violated and the liberty of all citizens is di- 
minished, making every one of them a proper 
ралу But my objection was as usual ignored 
by my colleagues (except Justice Abraham Е 
Sarmiento, who also dissented) in idolatrous 
deference to the ersatz rule of form over sub- 
stance.

Sometimes, 
the facts established may prove a wrong, but if 
the offense proven is not the crime charged (or 
опе necessarily included therein), an acquittal 
may be inevitable. 

"Whether guilty or not, Trillanes must still pa- 
tiently go through the labyrinths of the rule of 
Jaw. He should neither ask for nor be granted апу 
special favors. Otherwise, he would be remiss in 
the observance of the democratic processes that 
he swore to obey when he took his oath of office. 
Perseverance in the ways of the law, this is his cru- 
cial tes in the present. 

“Trillanes, the Future. Verily by taking his oath 
of office, he solemnly promised to defend and 
protect the Constitution and to uphold the rule of 
law.

Explaining the unexplainable 


EVEN FOR A POPULACE INURED TO REPORTS. 
of gruesome slayings and heinous crimes, the sto- 
ту ofthe final hours and death of a 3-year-old girl 
‘who was abducted in a mall and later turned up 
dead in a ditch is particularly chilling. And much 
of the chill can be attributed to the fact that her 
own biological father had a hand in her abduc- 
tion and death, 

‘Security cameras recorded Jayson Noriega, 22, 
entering the mall at 8:34 p.m. of June 28 with 
two children and the children's mother, his com- 
mon-law wife. At 9:02 pm., the cameras caught 
Noriega leaving the mall with the girl, and then 
returning to the mall a few minutes later alone. 

"The gitfs disappearance made it to the TV news 
when the mother sounded the alarm. After two 
days of anxious waiting, police recovered the body 
ofa child in a ditch in Pasig. The girl's body had one 
Stab wound in the chest. One channel even record- 
ed the mother, initial doubts about the dead child 
being her daughter. TV cameras then showed Soco 
operatives opening the tiny casket and asking the 
Mother to confirm if indeed it was her daughter. 
Heart-wrenching, indeed, was the young mother's 
‘wailing as she stormed out of the room, saying she 
‘was finally conceding it was her little girl and beg- 
ging authorities to stop badgering her. 

So when police said their main suspect was the 3- 

‘old's father and some cohorts, great was our 
Shock and grief. Several theories emerged from this 
stunning tum of events. The father said he had been 
contesting custody of is children wih his г 
‘ranged partner and this paper reported that Norie- 
за tld police he got “irritated” by the girl's inces- 
Sant crying, which perhaps could be taken as an ad- 
mission of his culpability in the its death. 


PARENTS killing their own children is no longer 
new or especially earthshaking. Medea killed 
her own children to protect them from the 
wrath of their father Jason. Of more recent 
‘memory are two mothers in the United States, 
‘one of whom drowned her two boys to appease 
a loves, then went on TV to plead with the “kid- 
nappers” to release her sons safely; the other 
drowned her brood in their bathtub while їп the 
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grip of post-partum depression. Most recently, 
û professional wrestler, allegediy suffering the 
effects of depression caused by steroids, killed 
his wife and child and then hanged himself. Re- 
call the local news story a few years back when 
an unemployed father fed his children poi- 
зопей food because he could no longer stand 
their constant cries of hunger 

This is child abuse and violence against chil- 
dren taken to the extreme. It is the unimagin- 
able and irrational confronting us with its ba- 
nal reality. People often say such parents are 
"monsters" devouring their young, expl 
away their own incomprehension by insisting 
that these child-killers must be “mad,” "crazy * 
“possessed by the devil," "high on drugs” or 
“in the throes of depression.” And yet, even 
these easy explanations cannot rationalize а 
father using his child as a pawn in a custody 
dispute, then losing his grip when the child re- 
fuses to (or cannot) stop crying. 

Why do parents turn on their children? 

What factors drive them to violate one of the 
earliest and most sacred codes in human histo- 
ту? And would one need to be unhinged to 
‘commit sucha crime? 
IN-PROTECTING Women and Children: A Hand- 
book on Community-based Response to Vio- 
lence,” authors Maria Leny Felix and Dr. Regina 
Dela Paz-Ingente cite several reasons for child 
abuse within a family. 

Child abuse, they say, is rooted in “the use of 
power and authority... where the perpetrator us- 
es his/her powerful and dominant position in the 
family to exercise control over the children. Being 


young and dependent on their parents for all of 
Brrr basie needs, the children occupy а subordi- 
те position in the family, making them vulnera: 
Bie w abusive family members” 

"iso exabished by research is the link be- 
tween wife or partner abuse and child abuse. Fe- 
rend ingente, cng numerous studies here and 
abroad, ssy there в 30 t0 40 percent overlap be- 
Emeen children who witness wife (orparmer) as- 
Soult and children who experience direct physical 
ше themseives.” In other words, neat half of 
children who see their mothers being abused are 
Sr wil be abused themseives. 

There i also an interesting theory regarding the 
conuastng motives between most men and most 
Somen who end up kiling their children. In the 
Wake ofa were of motberend.chid suicides” in 
Japan many years ago, psychologists pointed to 
ЖЕ subordinate positon of the average Japanese 
housewife, who ives a lonely isolated existence 
Wi her workaholic husband who is away for 
Шон of the day and nighe and centering her life 
om her chidren. When she feels she Б not doing 
фес job right such as not fing in with the right 
"де" of mothers in her chis school or even 
playground, a mother may feel she has to pay for 
Re are with ber own Ше, taking along her child 
so she could protect him/her in the afterlife. 

AT THE risk of generalizing, we could say that 
many men abuse or kil her children as an ex-

The politics of holidays 


SOME DAYS ARE SACRED TO INDIVIDUALS, 
couples, families, nations and religious commu- 
nities, We call them holidays. On such days, peo- 
ple pause to summon memory, and to bask in the 
nised sentiments it evokes. They may be sent 
ments from а deprived or happy childhood, а 
Shared life, a heroic and difficult struggle, or a re- 
curring promise of redemption and renewal 
Most holidays fall on fixed dates in the calen- 
dar—like birthdays, death anniversaries, wed- 
ding anniversaries, Independence Day and 
Christmas Day. Others follow the cosmic rhythm 
of the seasons--like the holy days of Lent in the 
lengthening days of spring. 

By their nature, holidays are never convenient; 
they are precisely meant to interrupt the routine 
carved by workin our daily lives. They are neces- 
Sary pauses, memory markers creating space for 
special rellecion-distner from the normal 
Weekend or the long holiday breaks we take in or- 
der to rest. 

And so it baffles me no end that our political 
leaders have felt it necessary to “rationalize” our 
national holidays. Unknown to many of us, the 
13th Congress, while serting aside bills of greater 
urgency (ike the bill on cheap medicines), man- 
aged to pass early this year "An Act Rationalizing 
the Celebration of National Holidays.” This bill, 
now awaiting the Presidents final signature, 
Would make national holidays like Independence 
Day (June 12), Labor Day (May 1), Rizal Day 
(Dec. 30), and Bonifacio Day (Nov. 36) movable. 
They will henceforth be observed on the Monday 
closest to their original dare. The idea is to make 
Such celebrations an extension of the weekend. 

The word “tationalizaton” has been so 
overused by this government that one no longer 
knows what the word exactly means. What does it 
mean to rationalize remembrance, бог instance? In 
its usual sense, rationalization refers to che selec- 
tion of the most efficient means to achieve a cer- 
tain goal. If commemoration is the goal, how does 
annexing a national holiday o a weekend sionifi- 
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cantly enhance its remembrance? 

But if the idea is to realign national holidays in 
such a way as to produce long weekends suitable 
for vacation and shopping, one has to ask why 
this should be called rationalization and not com- 
mercialization. 

Iris possible that this bright idea was copied 
from the United States. The absorption of nation- 
al holidays into 3-day weekends has been the 
practice in the United States since "The Uniform 
‘Monday Holiday Act” took effect in 1971. But itis 
interesting to note that this law applies only to 
four national holidays, namely: Washington's 
Birthday, Columbus Day, Labor Day, and Memori- 
al Day. The US Congress left Independence Day 
untouched, sensibly avoiding the absurdity of cel- 
ebrating 4th of July on any other day but July 
4th. 

Washington's Birthday (Feb. 22) has evolved 
into Presidents Day, which recalls the contribu- 
tions not only of Washington but also of Lincoln 
(bom Feb. 12) and other American presidents. In 
this expanded meaning, itis no longer important 
to commemorate this day on Washington's actual 
birthday. 

Columbus Day, on the other hand, holds а 
mixed significance for many Americans. The 
movable dace in which Columbus Day is now re- 
membered roughly corresponds to the shifting 
public opinion on this European voyager. The 
dominant view still favors the celebration of 
Columbus’ arrival in the New World (Oct. 12), 
but there is considerable sentiment among Amer- 
‘cane that the decimation of the native population 


that followed in the wake of Columbus’ entry into 
‘America can never be a source of pride. Indeed, 
even Latin America is divided on the significance 
of this event. While Argentina, Chile and Mexico 
‘celebrate Oct. 12 as “Dia de la raza” (Day of the 
race), the Bolivarian Republic of Venezuela 
marks it as "Dia de la Resistencia indigena" (Day 
of indigenous resistance). It is not farfetched to 
imagine thet, one of these days, Columbus Day 
will be taken out of the list of US holidays. 

Labor Day in the United States is, of course, not. 
the same as May Day elsewhere in the world. It 
has always been set on the first Monday of 
September instead of May 1st, a sacred day for 
the world's working class. On the other hand, 
Memorial Day, moved from May 30 to the last 
Monday in May, honors those who died in mili- 
tary service for the United States. Iris more or less 
the equivalent of our Bataan Day, although in ће 
United States, there is a separate Veterans Day, 
which is explicitly devoted to honoring US veter- 
ans of past wars. Originally celebrated on Nov. 
ith, this day was moved to the second Monday 
in November by law. But the veterans felt slighted 
and demanded the return to the original date. 
They argued that number 11 meant something 
special: the Armistice marking the end of the 1st 
World War was signed at the 11th hour of the 
ith day of the 11th month. They got their way. 

What insight might we draw from this short re- 
view? Only this, I think: That some national holi- 
days lose their inspirational and instructional val- 
ue when the original dates of their remembrance 
are sacrificed to give way to long weekends. This 
istrue of June 12th (Independence Day), May 1st 
(Labor Day), Dec. 30 (Rizal Day), and Nov. 30 
(Bonifacio Day). in the secular calendar of Fil- 
ipino nationhood, these dates are as important as 
New Years Day and Christmas Day. There is good 
reason to shield them from the “rationalizing” 
hands of politicians and merchants.

To meet the demand for biodiesel, the government through the Philippine National Oil 
Co-Alternative Fuels Corp. is setting jatropha nurseries and plantations. PNOC-AFC is 
planning to build a refinery to process oil extracted from jatropha and a petrochemical 
complex in Limay, Bataan to produce biodegradable polyurethane from the plant. 

Jatropha curcas is seen as a promising plant for making biofuel because it can grow 
on poor land and is less likely to displace food crops.

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Bulacan official falls victim to identity theft 


CITY OF MALOLOS—AN INTER- 
national e-mail syndicate based 
їп Nigeria hacked the e-mail ac- 
count of a Bulacan government 
official and demanded $3,500 
from people in her contact list 

Gladys Sta. Rita, provincial 
administrator here, said some- 
опе used her e-mail account to 
send messages to her family, 
friends and colleagues, saying 
that she badly needed money be- 
cause she was stranded in West 
Africa. 

Sta, Rita's friends received on 
June 27 an e-mail with the sub- 
ject "Please, I Need Your Help!” 

The e-mail said Sta. Rita was 
attending a conference in West 
Africa when she lost her wallet, 
ATM card, passport and other 
valuables. 

The person asked Sta. Rita's 
contacts to send the money 
through Western Union money 
gram so she could pay for her ho- 
tel accommodation. The email 
said Sta. Rita begged the hotel 
management to allow her to stay 
as she promised to settle the bills 
intwoweeks. 

“My fear is that my friends and 
business contacts who are based 
abroad may send money to the 
bank account stated in the e-mail. 
But in reality, somebody took my 

entity,” she said. 


Sta. Rita studied at Harvard 
University and attended gover- 
nance seminars, trainings, meet- 
ings and classes in many other 
countries in Europe, but she said 
she has not visited Nigeria. 

She said she learned about the 
hoax when she received several 
calls from her contacts in the 
country and abroad asking her 
about her whereabouts and to 
verify if she indeed needed finan- 


tried to 
open her e-mail account but she 
Was permanently barred from ac- 
cessing her ID number and pass- 
word 

She could not access her e-mail 
account until now. 

Rex Mangalindan, head of Bu- 
lacan's information technology 
office, told Sta. Rita that the peo- 
ple behind the scam were experts 
because they were able to remove 
any link so their exact location 
could not be traced. 

He said the suspect could have 
gotten Sta. Rita's password 
through a scanner in one of her 
trips abroad where she used com- 
puters to open her e-mail. 

Sta. Rita appealed to her 
friends here and abroad to ig- 
nore the e-mail and not to sen 
money.

Mamaon Victor Aying said declaring a tribal 
war would be his last and, perhaps, most 
powerful option ifthe plan of the foreign min 
ing firm BHP Billiton to open a nickel mining 
project pushed through. 

“The interest of the people and our concern 
for the environment must be the primary con- 
sideration here. I will be compelled to declare 
a tribal war if it is the best way for us to stop 
the possible destruction, if we are pushed 
against the wall" Aying said. 

Every now and then, “lumad” residents 
around the Pujada Bay off Davao Oriental 
gather to discuss the upcoming operations of 
the mining company and how they can stop it. 
А number of mining companies are keen on 
operating in Hamiguitan, which straddles the 
towns of Gov. Generoso, San Isidro and Mati. 

Aying's group has always been vocal about 
its opposition despite the governments bless- 
ing to the industry as an engine of economic 
growth,

"They have known all these times that we 
are agains this as we have also been opposing 
the logging operations. The problem with the 
government is із bias for big and moneyed 
Companies, leaving us nowhere in their prior- 
ities,” Aying said.

Rehabilitation, he also said, would be con- 
ducted “progressively” to help minimize the 
“footprints ofthe mine." 

Hopkins said a tailings dam would be built, 
covered and revegetated when the mine

“All the areas that would be used in the pro- 
cessing would be contained onsite and 
would not have any impact on the water- 
ways; the BHP Billiton official said. 

Despite this, the plan of BHP Billiton is an 
apparent threat to the richness of Hamiguitan 
and that of the Pujada Bay, Aying said. 

Ultimately, it is a threat to their lives, he 
said.

"The operation of the only vegetarian and 
organic restaurant followed. 


Innovations 

Pepe and Nancy said they made innova- 
tions on the different vegetarian cuisine they 
researched through the Internet and selected 
those that could be prepared here using local- 
ly grown and available ingredients. 

“The vegetarian diet need not be bland,” 
Nancy said. "It must be enjoyable because it 
has a natural taste, unlike the synthetic ones 
added to dishes." 

She said, however, that their dishes do not 
pretend to be something else as these do not 
mimic the taste of meat, fish or dairy products. 

‘The couple attest го serving dishes which 
passed the discriminating tastes of their 
friends and kin, from the very organic lemon 
grass tea to the more meticulously prepared 
bread jacket, which consists of vegetable and 
fruit cubes bathed in a milky garbanzos sauce 
and stuffed in a dough. 


Far healthier 

Nancy confessed they were introduced to 
the vegetarian diet through friends in the 
NGO community in Manila who discovered 
that the traditional diet of villagers were far 
healthier than that of city dwellers. 

Her friends started experimenting on 
menus prepared by villagers and studied how 
the ingredients were selected based on what 
was available in the village. 

They observed that the dishes consisted 
mainly of vegetables, fruits and whole grains 
which they claimed improved the villagers’ 
immune system and made them less prone to 
illness and allergies. 

The sharing of experiences became a small 
discussion group on wellness and diet until it 
developed into an advocacy center for health- 
ful diet and wellness against the mass pro- 
duced commercial foods and food products. 


Advocacy center 

With the creation of an advocacy center, 
they continued with their mission of introduc- 
ing ways to a healthful diet by conducting 
small group orientation meetings and fora re- 
garding natural and organic food diet. 

Nancy said it took them a while to com- 
pletely shift to a vegetable and organic diet 
from, the “modern food diet” which harbors 
toxins due to chemicals introduced in the 
mass production of food. 

But 10 years into their vegetarian diet, 
some friends came to calling them “cultists” in 
their successful shift from “modern food” to 
vegans food. 

Nancy said the change in diet must be total to 
achieve the benefits of restoring the natural im- 
mune system and healing of the body.

How self-worth affects your child

"Alarmed at what was taking place, his par- 
ents took him to a child psychologist, who 
found that Marco was being traumatized by 
his Math teacher. She would regularly embar- 
тазв him in class via name-calling and would 
glare at him when he could not get the right 

їп a matter of months, Marco's self worth 
had seemingly jumped out of the window, af 
fecting every aspect of his emotional and aca- 
demic life. 

Self worth or self-esteem has been defined 
in many ways, but most of the definitions ad- 
dress aspects of how we view and value our- 
selves. 

“Peeling good about yourself" or “actualiz 
ing one's own attributes” or “being validated 
by others” are some of the common defini- 
tions of a healthy self-esteem. By whatever 
manner itis defined, countless studies have 
shown that self-esteem or self worth is a basic 
and important component of who we are as 
individuals, and the level of that self-worth 
certainly affects who we are collectively as a 
society and as a nation. 

Much of society's ills—crime, corruptio 
addiction, ostentatious displays of wealth, 
cessive hubris—has been attributed to low 
self-esteem. 

William Damon—senior fellow at the 
Hoover Institution, director of the Stanford 
Center on Adolescence, and a professor of ed- 
ucation at Stanford University—is the author 
of “Greater Expectations: Overcoming the 
Culture of Indulgence in Our Homes and 
Schools” (1995). 

He says that selfesteem should not be 
viewed asan end in itself. Self-esteem isa per- 
fectly good thing for people to have, but it 
should be the result of good behavior In other 
words, you should feel good about yourself 
because you've done something right. 

Children shouldn't go around saying "Tm 
terrific" no matter how they're behaving. 
want to promote self-esteem that comes from 
achievement and from service to others. But 
when the child has done something wrong, 
the child should feel bad about that. 

"This is not to say that the child should go 
around saying “Tm a bad person,” but the 
child should say, "I did a bad thing, and 1 can 
leam to do better” 


Greatest gift 

WielLloved psychologist Dr. Honey Caran- 
dang echoes this in her latest book, “Self 
Worth and the Filipino Child.” Carandang, 
who has worked with counties children and 
families over a span of over three decades, pi- 
oneered group play therapy for children and 
family therapy in the country. She says that 
the greatest gift we can give our children is a 
healthy and positive self-concept. 

"The child's self-concept and self worth do 
not develop because of his/her abilities or the 
lack of them. Rather, they depend a lot on the 
messages about himself/herself tha the child 
absorbs from the significant people in his/her. 
life, especially those that have an impact dur 
ing his/her growing-up years, namely par- 
ents, family members and teachers.” 

Carandang adds that it is important for par- 
ents and teachers to look inward and ask 
themselves the following questions: 

Am 1 generally facilitating or hindering a 
person's self-esteem? What is the first thing 1 
notice in a person or in situation? Do I jump 
into criticize and correct what is wrong, ordo 
notice the positive aspects first? Do [express 
my observations openly? 

Carandang further says that a child has a 
very sharp antennae, able to pick up whether 
an adult has a solid sense of self-worth or not. 
"They don't learn self-worth in the tradition- 
al sense, They absorb it in a more unobtrusive 
and deeper way, she explains 

А child who has a healthy sense of self- 
worth will not only ove himself or herself but 
will be able to love in an even higher way 
through service to other people. Damon says 
that true concern for the well-being of others 
subordinates the inwardly directed desires of 
the self. This love is at the core of healthy self- 
esteem. 


Things to remember 

‘What can parents and teachers do to help 
nurture a healthy sense of self-worth in every 
child? Carandang's book gives several tips: 

‘Spot the child's area of competence, and 
start to increase his selfworth through that 
area. For example, if you notice that your child 
loves to draw or write, or seems to excel in a 
particular sport, encourage him and enroll him 
{п classes that will further hone his skills. 

Don’t label the child. A very common oc-

Re- 
member that you have the power 
to build or tear down a child's 
sense of self-worth, so always be 
conscious of wha you say and do.

Theres alternative music inching to 
cross over into the mainstream—and it's 
made in Japan. 


Twice a year, about 1,000 fans of 
Japanese rock or J-Rock gather together 
as a community in concerts that celebrate 
the music they love. J-Rock cover bands, 
composed mostly of male college students 
and adoring female fans, a motley crowd of 
high school kids, colegialas and young 
professionals, turn up for these gigs. 


Five years ago, the entire Japanese music 
scene in the Philippines was restricted to 
Internet mailing lists which allowed fans to 
merely trade information on Japanese acts 
and their recordings. The lists did not 
gather enough support from their intended 
audience and their own administrators, 
who failed to sustain the lists. 


In 2003, a group of fans met at an anime 
convention and started toying with the idea 
of putting up an organization that would 
serve as a venue for local enthusiasts to

his 
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share with others their passion for 
contemporary Japanese pop. The Ongaku 
Society was born and a website 
(http://www.ongaku-society.org/) followed, 
which has become a hang-out on the Web 
for Pinoy Japanophiles. 


In Japan, all types of popular music is 
simply pop. When Japan pop moved to the 
international centerstage in the early 21st 
century, music fans and critics made a 
distinction between fluffy J-pop and the 
more exciting music of J-Rock. The 
Ongaku Society focused on promoting J- 
Rock because of the thrill of watching 
bands in a live setting. 


Ria Aguilar, who handles marketing for the 
Ongaku Society, says, “J-Rock is a treat for 
the eyes and ears, with its unique melodies 
and interesting lyrics, and an amazing 
fashion sense. The diverse sounds of the 
performers and the glam look of both the 
bands and the audience are a blast.” Since 
its inception, the Ongaku Society has

Filipino food may date as far back as 
hundreds of years ago, but Korean 
delicacies date back thousands. The 
kimchi, also spelled as gimchi or kimchee, 
a traditional fermented vegetable dish, 
dates as far back as 3,000 years ago! 
Food references say its earliest form 
consisted only of salted vegetables. Then 
in the 12th century, people began to 
include spices, and in the 17th century, 
they started started using chili peppers. 
The kimchi that we know today as staple 
Korean fare, called baechu kimchi, only 
gained popularity in the 19th century and is 
actually only one variety of this jurassic 
appetizer. 


| include these details because every 
Korean restaurant begins the meal with a 
party of kimchi. Called banchan, the party 
may have as few as four bowls of side 
dishes or as many as ten. At the Korean 
restaurants here, the frequent partygoers 
are the baechu kimchi, mul kimchi or water 
kimchi, toge or mung bean sprouts, and 
dilis or long-jawed anchovy. Sometimes the 
Pinoy in me makes me want to just ask for 
water and a bowl of rice to go with the free 
appetizer spread (“Jas woh-ter plis, 
teynkyu!") because there's just so much to 
begin the meal; at the same time the 
Bulakenya in me makes me want to try 
every item on the menu and assess how 
it's cooked. Personal stories aside, 
whether the reason be health—as kimchi is 
believed to be a healthy side dish with 
many nutritious benefits—or simply to whet 
the appetite, with its characteristic 
spiciness, serving kimchi to start off the 
meal is definitely a part of Korean culture. 


This is what | had to understand as | 
toured what | now call Koreatown at the 
Bel Air Gillage (“G/Lid ng villAGE") The 
area | am referring to is that stretch from 
Jupiter to JP Rizal bound by Makati 
Avenue, Rockwell and Bel Air. This area, 
countrymen, is now owned by Koreans, 


who have been quietly building their Makati |

Te 
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Korean classic: Kimchi 


The neighborhood and corporate favorite is 
Ma San Garden on Polaris. Ma San has 
been in existence the past seven years 
and has built a steady and loyal clientele 
among Koreans and Filipinos alike. Ample 
parking space is provided but it would be 
wise to bring a driver if you want to make 
that lunch. It isn’t hard to find as its 
distinctly Korean facade, which is matched 
by its distinctly Korean interiors, is quite

obvious. To complete the Korean 
experience, Ms. Lee, who manages the 
restaurant with such warm hospitality it’s 
almost Filipino, welcomes each guest in 
her full Korean attire, even if she can 
hardly speak Filipino or English. 


Koreans usually order the Sogogi Gukbap, 
a hot soup with beef and vegetables, and 
Bibimbap, which is a a bowl of warm white 
rice topped with sauteed and seasoned 
vegetables, beef, a fried egg, and 
gochujang (chili pepper paste). Another 
favorite is the Lapu Lapu Sashimi Set 
which is, as its name states, raw fish, but 
served "Korean-style," with the entire fish, 
fresh out of the aquarium, served to you on 
a platter. 


| was quite impressed by the tenderness 
and tastiness of the beef in their galbi 
chim, which the menu translates to “broiled 
beef rib"; not so much, however, with their 
squid and octopus dishes, which, to my 
pedestrian taste, seemed to simply be 
Korean seafood chopsuey, as these were 
drowned in veggies and capped with the 
same chili used for kimchi. 


For Korean barbecue, visit Dong Won 
Garden on Jupiter. Let me just plug in a 
quick briefer on Korean barbecue: it is not 
enjoyed on a stick. Whether it's 
samgyupsal (pork), dak gui (spicy chicken), 
woosul gui (ox tongue) or jango gui (eel), 
this is enjoyed sandwiched in a lettuce leaf 
after dipping the barbecued meat in bean 
paste and cushioning it with garlic. Do 
avoid the inclination to create a Korean 
burrito with the lettuce leaf and do enjoy

First, there was “Meteor Garden" and the 
(thankfully short-lived) craze for the 
Taiwanese boy band F4. 


A couple of years ago, the buzz was all 
about hallyu (or han-ryu), the so-called 
"Korean wave": Korean TV dramas such as 
“Jewel in the Palace” and “Winter Sonata" 
kept Filipino viewers glued to their tubes, 
hit Korean films such as “My Sassy Girl" 
and "My Little Bride" were dubbed into 
Tagalog and screened in local theaters, 
and we even adopted our very own Korean 
pop idol surrogate in the person of one 
Sandara Park. 


Today, however, the Philippines is in the 
midst of a second Japanese invasion: No 
bombs or bullets this time, but strategically- 
targeted doses of Japanese pop culture. 
Their grandparents might have feared and 
hated the invading "sakang," but for the 
current generation of young Filipinos, 


Japan is the source of all that is sugoi 
("Wow!,” “Awesome!") and kakkoii (“Cool!"), 


Two cable channels feed kids (and not a 
few adults) a steady diet of anime 24/7. 
The TV networks have their own anime 
programs, as well as Japanese teleseries 
Such as "Gokusen" and "GTO (Great 
Teacher Onizuka)” dubbed into Tagalog. 
The same people who used to snap up 
Korean movies in the pirate DVD stalls are 
now fueling an insatiable demand for 
Japanese DVDs, mostly live action 
romance and dramas, although old staples 
such as chambara (swordfight) and J- 
horror films still have their adherents. As 
for anime fans, they now have their own 
sections in the DVD markets exclusively 
devoted to anime and sentai (live action) 
movies and TV series, with literally 
hundreds of titles, from old favorites such 
as "Voltes V," "Grendaizer" and "Astroboy," 
to cult classics like "Akira," “Grave of the 
Fireflies” and the amazing films from 
Hayao Miyazaki's Studio Ghibli, to the 
ever-expanding Gundam series. 


Japanese pop culture has penetrated deep

into mainstream Filipino life. You can, for 
instance, go to Divisoria and find "Naruto" 
and “Samurai X" merchandise and anime 
figures as well as the ubiquitous flying 
Doraemon toy. One of the hot items this 
school opening is the replica “Death Note" 
notebook, patterned after a popular manga 
(Japanese comics), anime and live action 
series featuring a mysterious notebook that 
kills anyone whose name is written on it. 
Many locally-developed TV programs, such 
as "Lupin" and "Rounin" betray their anime 
origins, while "Super Twins," say anime 
fans, is clearly a rip-off of "Sailor Moon." 
Local drag racing enthusiasts have begun 
to take up "drift racing," Japanese-style car 
racing popularized in the anime series 
"Initial D" and the Hollywood rip-off "The 
Fast and the Furious: Tokyo Drift." There 
are also at least two manga cafés that 
recently opened in Metro Manila. These 
are cafés that offer their customers a 
reading library consisting of manga, quite 
popular in Japan but until recently, unheard 
of in the Philippines. 


Meanwhile, some of the more fashion- 
conscious youths have begun to adopt 


Japanese street style in their ensembles. 
Currently, variations of the "schoolgirl" and 
the “gothic Lolita" look, combining dark 
colors with frilly ultra-feminine touches like 
lace and embroidery, seem to be in vogue 
for girls. Guys, on the other hand, tend 
toward the Japanese glam rock look 
popularized by J-rock bands such as 
Gackt, Glay and L'Arc-en-Ciel. The local 
music scene has also seen an influx of 
bands influenced by Japanese pop music 
and anime soundtracks. Many do covers of 
popular anime songs, in Japanese. The 
name of one such band says it all: Tokyo't 
Baboy. So Hapon and yet so Pinoy. 


Nothing new, really. Filipinos have been 
avid consumers of Japanese pop culture 
for almost as long as the Japanese have 
been exporting it. 


This dates me as a hopeless baby-boomer, 
but as a kid | used to rush home from 
school so | could catch “Gigantor," the first- 
ever mecha (giant robot) anime, as well as 
“The Samurai," a '60s-era TV series 
following the adventures of Shintaro the 
swordsman and his Iga ninja sidekick 
Tonbei the Mist as they battled the evil 
Koga ninja—both in sparkling black-and- 
white. Japanese movies were routinely 
shown in local movie houses: the films of 
Akira Kurosawa as well as the long-running 
Zatoichi or “Blind Swordsman" series, kaiju 
(giant monster) films such “Godzilla,” plus 
the occasional detective thriller or pinku 
(erotic) film. The Seventies saw mecha 
shows such as "Voltes V" and "Mazinger 2" 
and sentai (live action) series such as 
"Masked Rider” and “Ultraman" win the 
hearts and minds of the kiddies. 


By the '80s, Japanese shows had faded 
somewhat, but that was all right—by that 
time Sanrio had unleashed the multi-million 
dollar “Hello Kitty" global franchise and the 
cult of kawaii (cute). By the Nineties, 
manga and anime were established market 
forces with the emergence of hit series 
such as "Ranma %" and "Dragonball 2." 
Meanwhile, mind-blowing films such as 
"Akira" and "Ghost in the Shell" had even 
the most reluctant critics finally 
acknowledging anime as a distinct art form 
with its own visual language. The last few 
years have seen Japan bounce back 
strong after a long recession, and its 
economic planners have acknowledged 
that IP or intellectual property exports bring 
in a lot of yen and play an increasingly 
important role in the country's recovery. 


Today, Hollywood routinely cannibalizes 
Japanese pop culture and sells it back to 
us in the form of cartoon shows such as 


"Puffy AmiYumi" and the "Mighty Morphin 
Power Rangers" and remakes of J-horror 
films such as "The Ring" and "The 
Grudge." "Kill Bill" was nothing short of 
Quentin Tarantino's mash note to the 
ultraviolence of "Lone Wolf and Cub" and 
Sonny Chiba's "Streetfighter" series. And 
one of the year's most highly-anticipated 
films is Michael Bay's blockbuster 
adaptation of "Transformers," based on the 
Japanese toy robots. 


Filipinos, however, are also going straight 
to the source, and diving in.

Enter the Pinoy otaku. 


Otaku is usually translated "nerd" or 
"geek." Taken loosely, it means an 
obsessive fan: there are computer otaku, 
game otaku, plastic model otaku, pop idol 
otaku and of course, manga and anime 
otaku. Unlike casual fans, otaku take their 
fandom to extremes, such as knowing 


every detail about every episode of every 
series of Gundam, for instance. Hardcore 
otaku will be familiar with every character, 
know the exact details of their costumes, 
the various robot powers, and so on ad 
nauseam. They will collect everything to do 
with Gundam, the manga, the anime оп 
DVD, the model toys. Some may even 
dress up in accurately detailed costumes 
as characters from the series, a practice 
known as cosplay, or "costume play." 


Originally, the term “otaku” was negative: it 
meant an antisocial loner who stayed 
home, had no friends and had trouble 
relating with the outside world. Now that 
otaku has been adopted globally, however, 
itis seen as neutral, and sometimes even 
in a positive light. The current American 
series "Heroes," for instance, has an otaku- 
ish character named Hiro Nakamura. 


In the local context, otaku refers to fans of 
manga and anime, and by extension, other 
aspects of Japanese pop culture. 


“In the mid-'90s, | was part of an IRC 
(internet chatroom) called ‘Pinoy Otaku,’ 
and we had a ‘Pinoy Otaku’ mailing list," 
recalls Pablo L. Bairan Ill, proprietor of a 
graphic design studio and editor of Cosplay 
Magazine, a recently-launched glossy on 


| the local cosplay scene. “It was basically 


just a forum for people to discuss what 
anime they liked, which anime were good, 
what were the latest and hottest things 
from Japan. It was like a club, but mostly 
online. Later on, we had ‘eyeballs’ 
(meetings) once a month. Most of the 
members were young, 14 to 17, but as 
anime became more popular, older people 
started getting back into it. They were 
otaku back then, in the comic book era." 


“It's interesting how Pinoys have embraced 
Japanese pop culture," he adds. “Before, 
we were ostracized. ‘Ang tanda mo na, 
nag-a-anime ka pa." 


Now, he says, most people understand that 
anime and manga are not just kiddie toons, 
but encompass a whole range of programs 
directed at different age groups, genders 
and tastes. 


“Otaku means anime fanatics, but there 
are degrees of fanaticism,” says Dennis 
Uy, general manager of Otaku Zine, a local 
monthly magazine devoted to manga and 
anime and the local otaku scene. “Some 
are regular fans, but there are hardcore 
fanatics who know every detail and collect 
all the merchandise related to their favorite

"When | watch a 
particular show, it's mainly 
because I'm caught up in the 
storyline. | think the animation 
and production are excellent, 1 
fancy the characters, or it's just 
plain hilarious. I'm attracted to 
characters when I'm able to 
see myself in them—or when 1 
want to see myself in them—or 
if they affect me." 


Katrina is a 24-year-old Filipino 
student in San Francisco, 
California. She goes to Fanime 
Con in the US every year. "I

actually remember watching 
anime before | was even 6 
years old," she says, and 
claims anime "often seems to 
have no boundaries." 


"Anime can cover a variety of 
genres. There are so many 
characters that are fun, silly, 
dark, mysterious, beautiful, or 
handsome, and they are all so 
enjoyable to watch. That's 
another thing about anime: they 
often have some really good 
designs for characters, from 
their physical looks to their 
costumes.

On costuming

you like and to show how much 
you like them. Sometimes it's 
great to dress up as popular 
characters because you get 
noticed and it feels kind of nice. 
It's also fun to dress up as the 
more obscure characters 
because it's interesting to see 
who will recognize those 
characters and appreciate 
them.”

Katrina has only put together a 
schoolgirl costume typical of 
many anime shows and 
movies. But she plans on 
attending Anime Expo, one of 
the largest conventions in the 
West Coast, which would give 
her an excuse “to create a 
really great costume.” 


Diego and Miguel have 
assembled outfits that bewilder 
the imagination. Both boys first 
saw anime cosplayers in 
conventions and were inspired 
to build their own ensembles. 
Says Miguel, “I attended my 
first Animax convention in 
2003, and | envied all the active 
cosplayers at the event.” Now 
Miguel has an impressive Tidus 
costume, based on the 
character from “Final Fantasy 
x" 


Diego started out with a 
different take on cosplayers. 
"When I first saw those people 
back in high school, | thought 
they were really strange. | 
never thought that | would end 
up as one them." Now, Diego 
spends much of his spare time 
working on various costumes, 
such as his "Prince of Tennis" 
outfit. 


Producing these costumes isn't 
easy. Cosplayers often search 
high and low for the right fabric, 
the exact color and shade, and 
pattern. They brave tiangges 
and have their costumes 
custom-made, while they have 
to build other parts themselves, 
with wire, styrofoam, illustration 
board, clay, rubber, and other 
materials. Some costumes 
require not only cloth, armor 
pieces and weapons, but also 
other accessories like jewelry, 
crowns, hats, masks, socks, 
belts, wands. Says Diego of the 
costume-building experience, 
"Sometimes | have to spend 
hours or even days in tiangges 


just to find the perfect 
accessory or clothes for the 
character l'm cosplaying.” 


It isn’t easy, and it isn't cheap. 
Diego paid P680 for his “Prince 
of Tennis" costume, while 
Miguel's more complex 
costumes cost anywhere from 
P1,000 to P8,000. Katrina’s 
costumes have cost her less 
than $20 because she uses 
materials she already owns. 
But many anime costumes can 
easily cost $50 to $100. “My 
next projects may range from 
$50-$100 for the materials 
alone,” Katrina adds. 


It may seem excessive, but 
Diego and Miguel's parents are 
supportive of their costuming. 
"But," Miguel adds, "when they 
see that I'm blowing so much 
cash on it, or when I'm 
spending more time making 
swords than hitting the books, 
they end up lecturing me." 


Diego says his mother even 
encouraged his cosplay. "| was 
completely shocked," he 
admits, “because at that time | 
didn’t have any plans on 
cosplaying, and | know that 
most of the time parents 
disapprove of it." Katrina's 
mother is so involved in her 
passion that she even choses 


the character for her to cosplay: 


“My mother keeps insisting that 
| dress up as the character 
Rinoa from Final Fantasy VIII. " 


Diego Manansala likes what he sees 


But what of other things 
Japanese—like, say, the 
Second World War, comfort 
women and Japayukis (Filipina 
entertainers in Japan)? What of 
the other issues which 
bedeviled Filipinos six decades 
ago, when the Japanese were 
considered the enemy -- issues 
which today's young fans of 
anime hardly know anything 
about? 


Katrina acknowledges the 
limited perspective of Japan 
that her generation gets from 
anime. "Unfortunately, anime 
shows a biased view about 
Japanese culture," she says. 


"While anime does give a peek 
at Japanese life, it is often a 
Stereotypical view or 
exaggeration. Important issues, 
such as WWII, comfort women, 
etc., are rarely ever discussed. 
Usually, all one can hope to find 
is a stereotypical family life, 
School life, or exaggerated 
historical action story." 


Diego views it differently. "You 
really can't blame the 
(japayukis) because 
sometimes these girls don't 
really have a choice. This is 
actually a sign that there is a 
problem with our government, 
because they don't provide

enough jobs for people in our 
country." 


Would you rather be 
Japanese? Since Katrina, 
Miguel and Diego are such big 
fans of Japanese animation, 
one wonders: would you want 
to live in Japan? Be Japanese? 
Surprisingly, the answer was 
no. 


Diego would like to live in 
Japan, "but | would still like to 
be a Filipino." Had Katrina been 
asked this question about five 
years ago, she probably would 
have said yes. “But having 
been exposed to more of 
Japan's culture and society, | 
am happy to be who | am," she 
says. "| would still definitely 
love to live in Japan for a 
while—but not permanently. 
There are aspects of the 
society which would stifle and 
frustrate me, such as racism, 
the slow progression of 
women's rights. And it's 
expensive! But | still like 
Japanese culture and society 
very much, which is why 1 
chose to major in it." 


Miguel perhaps says it best, 
“Tempting offer, but if | decide 
to be Japanese, then | suppose 
| wouldn't be Miguel Mercado." 
And nothing's better than being 
yourself, whatever you watch 
and whatever costumes you 
wear. *

Riding the 
Anime Wave 


Why do Filipinos. go. crazy over Japanese 
animation? Here’s why and how 


Anime or Japanese animation, is a 
billion-dollar industry in Japan. And just 
like other Japanese products that have 
hit our shores, this exciting-import has 
grown more sophisticated through the 
decades. 


Herbeth Fondevilla, an Art and Design 
graduate student of Comprehensive 
Human Sciences at Tsukuba University 
in Japan, did a thesis on “Contemplating 
the Identity of Manga in the Philippines.” 


In his thesis, Fondevilla quotes Jobert 
Bartolome and Oliver Floralde of the 
Program Analysis group of GMA-7 as 
saying that anime has been around since 
the 1970s and 1980s--in fact, even all 
the way back to the '60s—but it wasn't 
until the '9Os that its popularity peaked. 


The network's program analysis group is 
tasked specifically to watch programs, 
analyze and evaluate them, and make 
recommendations. Strictly speaking, 
GMA has no anime-dedicated 
department. One of its departments buys 
programs produced by other people or 
organizations outside the Philippines. 


Anime is only one of their major 
purchases--a move obviously in 
response to its growing appeal, and thus,

demand from among its young viewers. 


Although they are no longer on primetime 
in certain channels, in the past three 
years, anime has taken the top spot in 
ratings over traditional animation. 


Anime has clearly taken over the мев of 
our youngsters. One mother complains, 
“My-kids are going gaga over Pokemon! 
They watch all the shows on TV, play 
cards, play computer game—all 
Pokemon. Last month alone, | racked up 
a P1,000 long distance telephone bill 
because they Were always on the phone 
with their cousin, talking about 


"Pokemon." 


This same mother admits though that the _ 
very popular anime series is what bonds 


her four children with one another, as 


well as with their cousins who are several 
miles away. 


Wikipedia defines Pokemon as a 
“Romanized contraction of the Japanese 
brand ‘Pocket Monsters." A media 
franchise owned by the video game giant 
Nintendo, it was created by Sotoshi Tajiri 
around 1995 and was originally released 
as a pair of interlinkable Game Boy role- 
playing video games. It has since 
become the second most successful and 
lucrative video game-based media 
franchise in the world, ranking second 
only to Nintendo's Super Mario series. 


Promoting products side by side with 
anime is nothing new. Bartolome recalls 
that in the late '70s, sales of Purefoods 
hotdogs increased dramatically when 
Voltes V swords were offered free with 
every purchase of a pack of hotdogs. 
The “Voltes V" animation series was the 
in show then. : 


In an informal survey of 21 kids aged 7- 


“13, Pokemon emerged as the favorite of 


móst kids—over a third of the youths 
asked. Perhaps it helps that apart from 
the cartoon series kids get to watch on 
TV, there's a whole range of 
merchandise available in the market to 
support the children's fancy for the cute 
characters of Pokemon—be it anime, 
manga, trading cards, toys, books or 
other media. :

The Hentai 
Question 


An anthropologist weighs in on the 
controversial presence of adult- 
oriented anime in the Philippines 


Tue first time | saw the DVDs on sale in 
a Quiapo sidewalk, | thought they were just 
another type of Japanese anime (cartoons) 
until | looked closely and realized that the 
illustrations on the cover were, to put it 
mildly, somewhat risque. 


“Bold anime?" | asked the vendor and he 
answered, "Hentai." 


| did get one sample DVD and confirmed it 
was indeed pornographic cartoons (or, if 
we want to be more sophisticated, 
pornographic anime). I'm a very liberal 
person but | have to say this particular 
DVD left me disturbed because it featured 
an incestuous relationship between a 
mother and her son. 


I've since done some research on hentai, 
first checking with my students and other 
young people and then looking at 
academic research around anime and 
Japanese sexual culture. | confirmed that 
these anime are extremely popular with 
young Filipinos who have discovered them, 
with a ready supply of pirated DVDs selling 
as low as P30 each. 


The term hentai is composed of two kanji 
(Chinese characters). The hen means "to 
change" and tai means shape or attitude 
so hentai has three meanings. One is to 
change shape, another is metamorphosis 
(as in a caterpillar transformed into a 
butterfly). The third meaning is sexual. 
Depending on the context, its sexual 


meaning can be "naughty" but an extreme 
it can mean "perversion." 


The term's origins are intriguing, said to 
have first been used in 1914 in a 
translation of a sexology book—Richard 
von Krafft-Ebing's "Psychopathia Sexualis," 
which was about sexual deviations. The 
original term was a longer hentai seiyoku, 
to mean sexual perversion. As with so 
many terms, an abbreviated form appeared 
but retained its original meaning, in this 
case perversion. 


Hentai as sexual perversions is now used 
to refer to manga (comic books), anime 
(cartoons) and even computer games with 
explicit sex. H-anime (the hentai is 
sometimes even further abbreviated to "h" 
or echi) certainly lives up to its name. 
There's a lot of bondage (sado- 
masochism), sexual orgies, with all kinds of 
fetishes thrown in for good measure, and 
the occasional incest. There's something 
for everyone here with distinctions between 
heterosexual and homosexual hentai, the 
latter broken down to gay and lesbian, 
although there's likely to be a crossing of 
boundaries too with, for example, two men 
having sex even in a production that is 
supposed to be heterosexual. 


Like other anime characters, the hentai 
images are surreal, often androgynous 


| juveniles bestowed with extraordinary 


powers. X-Men stray into a Sailor Moon 
anime, Sailor Moon being dominated by 
female characters and yes, they end up as 
couples. 


Hentai is fantasy but it is also defiant,

almost as if to challenge Japanese 
society's formalism and seeming 
inflexibility. Some of the hentai have female 
characters who take the lead with sexual 
propositions, even dominating the males, 
and is seen as a a way of challenging the 
powerful patriarchy. 


Hentai's arrival in the Philippines—in the 
form of both manga and anime—leaves me 
with mixed feelings. | do not subscribe to 
the idea that pornography titillates people 
and drives them to rape. Neither am | 
concerned about the nudity in pornography, 
and | can tell you hentai builds strongly on 
that kind of visual stimulation, with 
exaggerated genitalia. 


What I do worry about are the values 
carried by the imagery, and this is where | 
would advise parents and guardians to talk 
with their children. In Japan itself, hentai 
would be strictly restricted to those aged 
18 and over. In the Philippines, younger 
children can buy them off sidewalks 
together with X-rated films that depict real 
people. 


In Japan, the fantasy aspect of hentai is 
clear. The eroticism is not really new, given 
that Japan has a long tradition of shunga 
(erotic pictures). In the Philippines, hentai 
is imported at the height of a love of things 
Japanese without necessarily 
understanding its context. Over at the 
University of the Philippines, we even have 
a student organization dedicated to anime. 
(1 do not know if they include hentai as 
legitimate anime.)

your selection of banchan (small plates of 
kimchi, pickled vegetables, and other side 
dishes) alongside your barbecue for extra 
flavor. Dong Won offers a whole array of 
meats—pork, chicken, seafood—to 
barbecue so all you have to do is take your 
pick, watch them cook it in front of you, and 
enjoy. The ox tongue is very thinly sliced, 
unlike the lengua we Filipinos are used to, 
making it lettuce sandwich-easy; the pork 
is sliced a little thicker, each with a slab of 
fat which | skeptically believe is for their 
Filipino clientele; but the chicken is the 
winner in this restaurant, as it's tender, cut 
in bite-size pieces for maximum juiciness 


and with just the right hint of Korean spice. 


This Korean barbecue may also be 
enjoyed at Lee Jo, which is on Orion 
Street, just off Polaris. Lee Jo is another 
neighborhood favorite. In fact, | enjoyed 
their barbecue more than my barbecue 
experience at Dong Won. But what | would 
come back for at this restaurant is 
something called doganitang, a broth with 
the kneebone of cattle. Now nothing beats 
bulalo for this patriot, but this Korean 
delicacy comes close. | can still feel the 
soft, sticky kneecap on my back teeth! Ah, 
to eat with reckless abandonment and 
betray yourself by camouflaging fat in 
broth. 
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Health deception aside, what | admire most 
about Korean cuisine is the method and 
culture involved in enjoying it: how the 
kimchi is served before the meal, how the 
barbecues are fumelessly cooked before 
you: and most of all, how greens are 
injected in almost every dish to balance off 
the spice and, in other dishes, the fat. After 
my tour, | dare say Koreatown is worth a 
spicy, healthy, kimchi-ful food trip. •

Hentai also comes at a time when cheap 
DVD technology has led to an explosion of 
pornography, even as conservatives insist 
on imposing a silence—in homes and in 
sctiools—about sexual issues. Hentai, 
while sold in sidewalks, is still viewed 
secretly, with little possibility of rational 
guidance and discussion. 


Hentai probably acts as an outlet, as a kind 
of relief for Japanese who feel hemmed in 
by their society. With hentai here to stay in 
the Philippines, we will have to ask, what 
does it do for Filipinos? •

nurtured the musical lives of local J-Rock 
cover bands. NEOtaku, tRANCE and 
Himitsu Heiki have progressed into solid 
power pop stars while Do 'Ahou and 
Progeny took their edgy rock to powerful 
exhilarating highs. 


The Society has promoted a series of bar 
concerts that not only showcased the 
pleasures of J-Rock but also challenged 
the creative prowess of cover bands. The 
Ongaku Sessions in October 2005 featured 
musicians sitting in with other bands just 
for the fun of it. Performances at Ongaku 
Fusion in 2006 saw bands performing a 
Pinoy rock number and two J-Rock covers. 
The recent Ongaku Rewind at Freedom 
Bar in April witnessed the likes of 
NEOtaku, Progeny, Do 'Ahou and Himitsu 
Heiki injecting Japanese soul into the new 
wave of Billy Idol, Duran Duran and Boy 


George. 


“It's the next best thing to flying off to Tokyo 
and watching J-Rock bands in the flesh,” 
gushes Rotch Dumlao, the garrulous 
moderator of the Ongaku website. “And 
you still get the whole J-Rock scene along 
with the music." “It's good clean fun," adds 
Jill Solidum, administrator of the Ongaku 
website. “Definitely no drugs in our concert 
parties. Really, we already spend a lot of 
money on imported J-Rock CDs, there's 
none left for non-essentials, much less 
drugs.” 


The Ongaku Society expands its reach to 
its community through Internet technology. 
The most active section of the website is 
the Forums where members as well as 
casual visitors can view and join the 
discussion on diverse topics such as J- 


Rock and videogames, punk and pop rock, 
solo performers, jazz and fusion, and 
traditional Japanese music. 


It's the same Web through which J-Rock 
fans get updates on the music. Track 
samples from new releases are available 
on specific websites for download on iPods 
for personal review and to share with 
others. The fan may then decide to 
purchase the CD, which normally goes for 
P400 a pop. 


The Society also helps expose its stable of 
cover bands to a wider audience. The J- 
Rock groups can be contracted to play in 
exhibits and conventions such as Japan 
Foundation Manila's Nihongo Fiesta and 
TOEI Animation Philippines’ TOEInty 
Anime. Some of the bands worked on the 
revised soundtrack for the re-release of the 
“Voltes V" movie for ABS-CBN's Hero TV 
cable channel. NEOtaku is currently in the 
studio producing promotional tracks for a 
series of manga called Project Stage Two, 
to be released by Psicom Publishing later 
this year. 


Despite the worldwide success of such J- 
Rock idols as Utada Hikaru and L'Arc-en- 
Ciel (French for rainbow), local record 
distributors still do not carry J-Rock titles in 
their catalog. Ongaku moderator Rotch 
recalls that there was a plan to release J- 
Rock titles three years ago, but the sudden 
surge in popularity of Chinese and Korean 
telenovelas (and the soundtrack artists 
behind them) put the plan on hold. 


The continuing success of anime as youth 
entertainment, and the fact that anime aka 
J-Rock fans have spending power—they 
import CDs don't they?—may yet lead to 
an unexpected boon for local fans. For the 
time being, the online community is 
enough distraction to sustain their 
obsession for rock from the Land of the 
Rising Sun. *

anime." 


Otaku Zine has been running for two years 
now, and Uy says the ranks of Pinoy otaku 
have been swelling. 


"We've been doing our own event for two 
years now, the O-Zine Fest, and it's always 
jam-packed,” he says. "That's where you'll 
see all the true-blooded anime fanatics. 
The way they dress, the way they act, what 
they eat—they're in their own world of 
anime." 


“| would consider myself a Pinoy otaku," 
says Ricki Buzon, 24, a call center agent. 
“I'm a cosplay, anime and videogame 
otaku. It's part of my system already. | keep 
myself updated on what's new in anime 
and videogames through the net, and that's 
where | get my costume ideas." Buzon also 
plays bass for an anime theme cover band. 


"I'm not really a hardcore otaku,” says 
Robert Jeric B. Ong, 19, a pharmacy 
student at UST. However, Ong likes to 
dress as Kakashi, a character from the 
popular anime "Naruto," which some might 
find hardcore enough. He also belongs to 
Tomasino Otaku, the UST organization for 
anime and manga fans. (Other schools 
have counterparts, such as the UP Anime 
and Manga Enthusiasts and De La Salle's 
Nihon Kenkyu-Kai.) 


Cosplaying is probably the most 
flamboyant expression of the otaku 
sensibility. Although it originated in Japan, 
not all cosplaying is Japanese-inspired. 
There are quite a few cosplayers who 
dress up as characters from Star Wars or 
"The Lord of the Rings," for instance, or as 
characters from local series such as 


"Encantadia." Part fashion design, part 
performance art, part makeup and special 
effects, cosplaying is a world unto itself. It 
can range from donning a store-bought 
Stormtrooper costume from Star Wars, to 
spending weeks and thousands of pesos 
constructing a scale-perfect costume of 
Devastator from the Transformers out of 
rubber sheeting and glue. 


"It was only in 2000, during Anime 
Explosion 2000, that people got the idea of 
wearing costumes, emulating Japanese 
cosplayers," says Bairan. A novelty in the 


| beginning, cosplaying has become so 


popular that it is now a major part of any 
event or gathering. There are several local 


| websites devoted to cosplaying, as well as 


the aforementioned Cosplay Magazine. For 
many cosplayers, their hobby takes 
fandom to the next level: from their inner

world into the real world. 


"Otaku is seen as a boy's club, but here in 
the Philippines, we outnumber the male 
cosplayers two to one," says Joy Bordador, 
23, an account manager at K2 Interactive 
and regular cosplayer. She also runs a 
loca! cosplay website (www.fil.cosplay.ph). 
"We see these characters that we really 
like and we want to become them because 
some part of their personality resonates 
with us." 


"It's a hobby," says cosplayer Richelle 
Tamayo, 23, a graphic artist at E-Games, a 
game development company. "This is what 
we do with our weekends. Others go bar- 
hopping. We do cosplay." 


"It's my form of self-expression,” says 
cosplayer Jac Ting Lim, 28, a graphic artist 
at Matahari Studios, also a game 


development company. "The social part of 
it is just a perk. I've always been into 
crafts, and | used to make the props and 
costumes when | was in elementary and 
high school. When cosplaying became 
popular, | took it as a chance to express 
myself and use my skills." 


Before, cosplay events took place two or 
three times a year. Now there's one every 
month. 


"That's proof that otaku fandom is 
becoming more mainstream in the Filipino 
context," says Bordador. "Cosplaying is 
seen by marketing companies as a way to 
pull in more people in their events." 


Some people might ask: what's so Pinoy 
about the Pinoy otaku? 


"We're taking a lot of elements of Japanese 
culture and trying to make them our own, 
fitting them into our own culture," says 
Tanya Mitzeiko Obedoza, administrator of 
cosplay.ph, another local cosplay website. 


A case in point might be the local J-rock/J- 
pop-inspired music scene. Many of the 
bands in the scene start out as anime 
theme cover bands (remember how school 
marching bands used to cover the "Voltes 
V" theme?) Eventually, however, some of 
them end up writing original songs. There 


| are several bands, with names like 


NEOtaku and Himitsu Heiki, loosely 
federated under the banner of the Ongaku 
Society, an organization of J-music 
enthusiasts that hosts concerts, runs its 
own website (www.ongaku-society.org), 
and organizes events such as the recently 
concluded International Nana Day, a 
celebration of the cult shojo (girl's) manga 
and anime "Nana." 


And neither is the Philippines the only 
country experiencing the new Japanese 
invasion. Other Asian countries have long 
been adapting Japanese pop culture to 
their own needs. Taiwan's "Meteor 
Garden," for instance, is actually based on 
a Japanese manga and live action series 
called "Hana Yori Dango,” which fans of 
San Cai and F4 are now rediscovering. 
Even the West is looking to Japan for 
inspiration, not just in the form of movie 
remakes, but also in fashion and art. The 
BBC even produced a three-series 
documentary called "Japanorama" 
surveying the breadth and depth of 
Japanese pop culture. 


Clearly, Pinoy otaku-dom is still a work-in- 
progress, and the Japanese wave hasn't 
crested yet. •

boys, although 9-year-old Karen Angala 
Shy swears “It's the best anime ever!” 
The adoration for this anime apparently 
cuts across ages. Quite a number of the 
children polled—mostly boys of various 
ages—also mentioned “Naruto.” “It's cool 
and action-packed, with ninjas with cool 
powers who move, jump and run fast,” 
says 10-year-old Francis Bunsoy. 
“Dragonball 2” is also a favorite, Gabriel 
Joshua Floresca, 12, explains, because 
of “its cool story and awesome 
characters”; and Bleach, because “they 
fight bad guys and monsters, they're 
quick to attack, and are funny too,” adds 
12-year-old Rene Joshua “RJ” Bunsoy.

Market information and consumer 
insights from a study conducted by the 
ABS-CBN Research and Business 
Analysis group profiles them as kids 
aged two to 12, who watch three to four 
hours, and teeners who spend anywhere 
from two to three hours on TV viewing on 
weekdays. All these age groups of 
children watch more cable on weekends 
than on weekdays. 


How popular is anime? The sheer 
number of anime shows on cable is proof 
of their popularity: "There's Animax, Hero 
TV, Cartoon.Network, even AXN. You 
have an entire channel devoted solely to 
anime," Floralde notes. 


"Naruto," Which tied with "Bleach" and 
"Dragonball Z" for the number two spot in 
our poll, is the top-rating anime series of 
Hero TV, a 20-hour cable channel that 
combines anime, cartoons and youth 


entertainment programs. Channel 
Producer Ruel Ferrer says that Hero TV 
is the first Filipino-dubbed channel that's 
packaged for Filipino youths aged 6-18. 
It targets the ABC and broad C socio- 
economic classes, and is heavily skewed 
to boys—what with action-packed 
cartoons, display of power, and powerful 
and vibrant colors. 


Hero TV has two ways of sourcing 
shows: it acquires anime and live action 
shows ("G.l. Joe,” “Power Rangers,” 
“Masked Rider”), and locally produces 
"G3" (pronounced “С cube")—which is 
all about Games, Gigs and Gadgets. 


And when they acquire shows, “We get 
screeners who evaluate if it fits our 
channel. We study the plot, the 
characters, and if the viewers can relate 
to the content as a whole,” says Ferrer. 
Hero TV, he says, is viewer-centric. 


Although there are more serious anime 
fans, Floralde says, most of the followers 
of the series are there simply for the 
enjoyment of watching the animated 
characters. “Hindi sila naghahanap ng 
malalim (they are not looking for 
anything profound),” he explains. 


Ferrer says that this market likes Filipino- 
dubbed anime because of the following: 


* detailed graphics, proper dubbing, 
conversational Filipino dialogue 


* fast-paced and great fight/ action 
scenes; 


* showcase or clash of powers, and 
various adventures 


* the triumph of good vs. evil; and 


* interesting and colorful characters and 
a sense of belonging. 


There's always been an allegation that 
anime are violent, and one of the 
theories forwarded by observers was 
that former President Marcos banned 
"Voltes V" decades ago because "a lot of 
the kids were jumping out of windows"! 


But Ferrer says, "In our channel, we edit 
out the gore." Scenes which are 
perceived to be inappropriate for children 
are moved to the 12 midnight to 2 a.m. 
block when children are supposed to be 
asleep. ' 


Why do certain parents approve of 
anime? “It stimulates-the-imagination, 
has morals and reflects positive values, 
tones down the perception of violence 
due to its animated content, dwelling 
more on the moral side of the story,” - 
says Ferrer. “It also serves as a reward, 
for kids after a hard day at school and 
gives them an opportunity to bond with 
other kids." Ferrer said these were 
reflected in the market information and 
consumer insights of their research and 
business analysis group. : 


Bartolome thinks the phenomenal 
popularity of anime is because young 
people can easily relate to the themes of 
the stories. To this Floralde adds, “Anime 
is able to communicate to young people 
in a meaningful way. It penetrates the 
psyche of young people.” 


Ferrer furthers that anime programs help 
kids in that they show these: “How did 
the character display power, overcome 
evil, help his friends, or together with his 
friends, how was he able to solve the 
problem?” 


He also notes that the anime programs 
that rate are usually related to sports, 
like "Slam Dunk" and “Dragonball Z." 
Then there are stories young viewers 
can identify with, because of characters 
such as kids and schoolboys. “More than 
anything though, it's about kids with 
power. That's what really works—and 
rates," says Floralde.*

Erap backers first to test

bridge—since renamed the Chino Roces 
Bridge—after Mayor Alfredo Lim lifted a tacit 
ban imposed by his predecessor on demon- 
strations on the bridge that leads to Mala 
cahang. 

Armed with a permit from the mayor's of- 
fice, fewer than 50 Estrada supporters staged 
the two-hour rally yesterday morning.

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Registration 
of new voters 
set July 15-22

ELIGIBLE FILIPINO CITIZENS WHO WANT 
to vote in the Oct. 29 barangay elections may 
register from July 15 to 22, according to the 
Commission on Elections. 

Comelec Resolution No. 8218, which was 
issued Friday, lays down the mechanics for 
the registration of first-time voters, as well as 
those who want to reactivate their registra- 
tion or transfer to another voting precinct. 

‘Those qualified to register must be at least 
18 years old or who will turn 18 by Oct. 29. 
They should have resided for at least one year 
in the Philippines and at least six months in 
the area where they would be voting, 

Not qualified to register are those con- 
vvicted of an offense punishable by 
опе year imprisonment, Those judged 
guilty of crimes pertaining to disloyalty to 
the state such as rebellion and sedition, as 
well as firearms possession and other 
crimes against national security are also 
disqualified. 

‘These persons will only be allowed to regis- 
ter five years after serving their sentence, the 
Comelec resolution said. 

Persons declared insane or incompetent 
are also disqualified from regis 

‘The registration will be fror 
p.m. at the office of the district, 
city election officer 

"The applicant will be required to present 
valid identification documents such as a cur- 
rent employee's ID, postal ID, student ID or li- 
brary card, senior citizen's ID, drivers license, 
NBI or police clearance, passport, SSS or GSIS 
1D, PRC license or TBP ID.

LEGAZPI CITY—A FORCED DISAPPEARANCE, 
is the most cruel human rights violation. 

This was the consensus out of a one-day fo- 
rum on the International Convention for the 
Protection of All Persons from Enforced Di 
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‘appearances held here on Friday sponsored 
by the Commission on Human Rights (CHR) 
and the Australian Government. 

The UN declaration defines an “enforced dis- 
appearance” as the deprivation of liberty for po- 
litical reasons committed by or with the autho- 
rization, support or-acquiescence of the state. 

“kis the most cruel form of human rights vio- 
lation because the possibility of torture and 
death to the victim is real, while closure for the 
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victim's family is almost impossible,” sai 
lawyer Ricardo Sunga Ш, Law Reforms Speci 
ist Ш of the University of the Philippines Law 
Center, in a talk he gave during the forum. 

The forum called for the adoption of the 
United Nations treaty on “enforced” disap- 
pearances which defines, prohibits and penal- 
izes forced disappearances as a crime. 

‘The CHR urged the incoming Congress to 
enact an anti-enforced or involuntary disap- 
pearance measure as a domestic adaptation 
of the UN declaration. 

The position paper issued by the CHR and 
signed by its chair, Purificacion М Quisimbing, 
said “The urgency of the passage of the bill is 
grounded upon the numerous cases of disap- 
pearances primarily perpetrated or partici- 
pated in by agents ofthe state.” 

Karapatan-Bikol spokesperson John Con- 
cepcion reported 197 forced disappearances 
and 863 human rights killings nationwide 
from 2001 to July 3, 2007. 

"Since 2001, we have confirmed six en- 
forced disappearances in Bicol alone,” he 
said. 

Sunga said the Senate in the last Congress 
did not approve an anti-enforced Disappear- 
ance bill because it was argued that other 
Jaws— particularly against kidnapping, illegal 
detention and murder—wee enough to pun- 
ish perpetrators. 

“However, these existing laws fail to cap- 
ture the gravity ofthe issue,” Sunga said. 

“When itis systematic, enforced disappear- 
ances could even be considered a crime 
against humanity" he said.

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Trillanes in jail 
ARD CASES, THE AMERICAN JURIST OLIVER 
Hs Holmes Jr. reminded the community of 
lawyers over a hundred years ago, make for bad 
law. Difficulty is a function of public passion or, in 
Holmes’ elegant phrasing, "some accident of immediate 
overwhelming interest which appeals to the feelings and 
distorts the judgment.”

EDITORIAL Trillanes IV make for one such case. 

Should the soldier accused of leading 
a coup d'etat be allowed either temporary or conditional 
liberty, to allow him to discharge his duties as a new 
member of the Senate? Should he enjoy a change in his 
custody status, from military detention to perhaps the 
custody of the Senate? Not least, should his election to 
the Senate, on the strength of over 11 million votes, be 
considered as absolving him of his liability? 

Itis important to note that, while the Magdalo uprising 
which Trillanes is alleged to have led is familiarly de- 
scribed as а mutiny, mutineering charges against him 
have already been dropped. To date, Trillanes faces “on- 
ly” two charges: Before a general court martial he is ac- 
cused of conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 
man. And before the Makati regional trial court he is ac- 
cused of taking part in an attempted coup. 

If the court martial finds him guilty, he will be punished 
with a dishonorable discharge from military service. 
Since under military rules any soldier who files a certifi- 
cate of candidacy is immediately considered resigned, 
this punishment is somewhat redundant, Trillanes has al- 
ready been dropped from the rolls. 

If the RTC finds Trillanes guilty, on the other hand, he 
can receive the maximum penalty: reclusion perpetua. 

‘A lawyer familiar with his case suggests a way out fora 
military leadership embarrassed by Trillanes’ election vic- 
tory: drop the conduct unbecoming charge, because his 
candidacy had already discharged him from the service. 
And then cooperate with the Senate to transfer custody 
from the military to the upper chamber. 

‘This solution has the appeal of a conqueror's sword slic- 
ing a Gordian knot in two. It will certainly soothe the “im- 
mediate overwhelming interest” of a public eagerly fol- 
lowing the telenovela-like fate of a detainee-turned-sena- 
tor. For this very reason, however, a reconsideration is in 
order. 

‘The need of the moment is for Trillanes, as an elect- 
ed official, to be allowed the opportunity to serve his 
mandate. This does not mean substituting the elec- 
tions for the court proceedings he must undergo; it on- 
ly means allowing him to attend all Senate sessions 
and committee meetings necessary for his work as a 
legislator. 

This arrangement can be made even without drop- 
ping any of ће two cases he is facing. In the first place, 
precisely because both trials are ongoing and there is 
no finding yet, Trillanes must be presumed to be inno- 
cent. He cannot be deemed to have forfeited any of his 
political rights. (A determination by either the court 
martial or the RTC'that he cannot attend Senate ses- 
sions at all confuses accusation with conviction.) 

In the second place, effective discharge from mili- 
tary service is not the same as dishonorable discharge. 
For policy reasons, AFP Chief of Staff Hermogenes Es- 
peron may well drop the Trillanes case and end the 
court martial proceedings: by exactly the same token, 
however, he may decide to let the trial continue, per- 
haps to send a message to other military adventurists. 
If he does so, he will run right smack into a Great Wall 
of resistance: as the post-election survey of military 
voters revealed, a great many in the AFP voted for Tril- 
lanes and consider reform in the military a just cause. 
But that is Esperon's decision, and his own lookout. 

In the third place, the crime of coup d'etat is serious 
indeed. Election into office does not extinguish crimi- 
nal liability. Now that Trillanes is a senator, it is incum- 
bent on the Department of Justice, if it truly has the ev- 
idence to send Trillanes to jail, to prosecute the case to 
the best of its ability. Prosecution, however, should not 
prevent the DOJ, the AFP and even the Senate to enter 
into a temporary arrangement, one that will allow Tril- 
lanes to serve in the office he was elected to. 

Justice may be blind, but it can—and it should—also 
listen to the roar of the crowd.

Not really. 1 know Guingona to be a man of 
reasonably good instinets and even more rea- 
sonably good balls. But I do not share his en- 
thusiasm for seeing Erap freed. In fact do not 
share his enthusiasm for Erap's fare at all 

My reason for it is simply this: Whether Erap 
is convicted or acquitted, it won't serve the 
ends of law or justice or public interest. 

First, the law or legal part. Why will the 
ends of the law be served one way or the 
er? If Erap is acquitted, then by rights he 
should still be president. If he never stole, then 
‘what the hell did we overthrow him for? Lest 
we forget, the near-exclusive basis for "betray- 
al of public trust,” for which he was im- 
peached, was that he stole. He didnt lie, he 
didn't kill, he just stole. He stole money and 
women's hearts, but the later is another story 
and anon-impeachable crime in any case. ће 
is not guilty of pillage, he should be forthwith 
restored as president to serve out the years 
taken away from him. 

If he is convicted, then he isn't just deemed 
guilty, the people who sit in judgment over him 
are deemed innocent. After 2004 at least, Er 
ap's case is no longer just about Erap, it is also 
about GMA. It is about a current president that 
has no legitimacy presuming to judge an ex- 
president who forfeited it by theft. A president 
who is widely perceived to have stolen the vote 
has no right to judge a president who was 
widely perceived--lest we forget, that was the 
only basis for ousting Erap; he was never 
found guilty by the impeachment court--to 
have stolen the money. To convict Erap isn’t 
just to decree him degenerate, it is to decree 
‘GMA legitimate.

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WHEN THE NAME YAMASHITA APPEARS IN 
media these days, what usually comes to mind is 
the elusive Yamashita gold. But there is more to 
the Yamashita name than gold. More important 
for our age of terrorism and extrajudicial killings 
is the doctrine that was accepted in the prosecu- 
tion of Tomoyuki Yamashita, the commanding 
general ofthe 14th Area Army of Japan operating 
їп the Philippines during World War Il. The deci- 
sion in the prosecution of General Yamashita es- 
tablished the doctrine of "command responsibili 
ty” of military commanders. When you consider 
that Yamashita was the highest ranking military 
officer of the Japanese armed forces in the Philip- 
pines, you can imagine the possible implications 
the doctrine can have on the current situation in 
the Philippines. True, the Yamashita case was 
prosecuted under military and not civilian law; 
but at the heart of the case was the responsibility 
of the military commander for the actions of the 
soldiers under his command. 

Tt is not as if the foundation of the Yamashita 
prosecution was a novel discovery: The ancients 
had known about it long before. As Justice Perfec- 
to said in 1945 in Yamashita v. Styer: "Many of 
the basic ideas which prevail today in the customs 
and usages of nations and which have become 
part of the international law emerged from the 
human mind centuries before the Christian era.” 
Even the doctrine of command responsibility it 
self is of ancient origin. Sun Tzu recognized it in 
his sixth century classic The Art of War, and the 
Holy Roman Empire applied it as early as 1474. 

‘The modern doctrine of command responst- 
bility began to be defined more clearly in the 
‘Tribunal decision on the case of Yamashita. 
‘Simply put, military commanders are responsi- 
ble for war crimes committed by subordinate 
members of the armed forces or other persons 
subject to their control. Itis essentially an omis- 
sion offense, фагів, a failure of the commander 
to prevent or punish subordinates for their un- 
lawful acts. 
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[Necessarily therefore it supposes some degree 
of knowledge on the part of the commander. But 
‘what degree of knowledge is required? Certainly 
actual knowledge can be the basis of punishment 
of the commander. But can something less be the 
basis? 

‘The lesser degree of knowledge is referred to 
эз “constructive knowledge.” After World War П 
two different degrees of constructive knowledge 
have been espoused by those who write about 
command responsibility. The stricter formulation 
says that “the commander should, in the circum- 
stances, have known of his subordinates’ unlaw- 
ful actions, thereby placing him under a proactive 
duty to keep informed of troops activities.” But a 
less strict standard would hold a commander re- 
sponsible "only where he fails to discover his sub- 
‘ordinates actions from information already avail- 
able to him.” 

"What standard was followed in the Yamashita 
case? 

‘Yamashita was charged with “unlawfully dis- 
regarding and failing to discharge his duty as a 
commander to control the acts of members of 
his command by permitting them to commit 
war crimes.” The Tribunal found him guilty for 
having made no effective attempt to discover 
and control the criminal acts in the context of 
widespread vengeful actions of the soldiery. 
Authors are divided on whether what was used 
was the strict standard or the more lenient stan- 
dard, But some also read the Yamashita deci- 
sion as saying that the commander “should 
have known.” Thus the debate on the degree of 


knowledge required for conviction continues. 

‘Additional Protocol 1 of the Geneva Conven- 
Чоп now addresses the knowledge factor by 
defining command responsibility thus: "The fact 
thet a breach of the Conventions or of this Proto- 
col was committed by a subordinate does not ab- 
solve his superiors from ...responsibility ... if 
they knew, or had information which should have 
enabled them to conclude in the circumstances at 
the time, that he was committing or about to 
commit such a breach and if they did not take all 
feasible measures within their power to prevent 
or repress the breach.” 

All this, however, is about command responsi- 
bility in the context of conventional wars. Does 
the doctrine have applicability on the war on ter- 
Tor and can it reach military commanders in time 
ofpeace? 

The International Criminal Tribunal for Yu- 
gosiavia (CTY) says that the fact that crimes 
Sere committed by a subordinate does not re- 
lieve his superior of criminal responsibility if he 
knew or had reason to know that the subordinate 
was about to commit such acts or had done зо 
эла the superior failed to take the necessary and 
reasonable measures to prevent such acts or to 
punish the perpetrators.” 

Under the Rome Statute of the International 
Criminal Court, military commanders can be 
held responsible for the crimes of subordinates 
if they “either knew of, owing to the circum- 
stances atthe time, should have known that the 
forces were committing or about to commit 
such crimes.” 

Although the Philippines, following the lead of 
George W Bush, is nota party to the Rome Treaty, 
we do accept the doctrine of command responsi- 
bility of military commanders. This is clearly stat- 
ed by Gen. Hermogenes C. Esperon Jz in an order 
released on February 4, 2007. To date, however, 
the military command has professed no knowl- 
edge of military responsibility for extrajudicial 
Killings and other human rights violations.

generation has much to draw from their elders’ 
Stabilizing wisdom and experience, a priceless 
deposit that is sometimes patronized. 

“And now in two of the most powerful and visi- 
ble institutions, politics and the Church, here 
‘comes Francis “Chiz” Escudero telling the "old 
guard" to be “ready for out-of-the-box thinking 
because if we continue to do the same things, we 
will have the same results.” Here come Antonio 
Trillanes “with guns blazing,” Alan Peter 
Cayetano, Noynoy Aquino and, stil trembling in 
the balance, Koko Pimentel or Migz Zubiri. And 
оп a comeback are Loren Legarda and Kiko 
Pangilinan. Its not just the casual clothes that 
send signals but the freshness of their youth—the 
confidence, the ambition, the brashness and we 
hope, not the big mouth. 

And what do we have for the Church? Here are 
Archbishop Oscar Cruz resigning from his diocese 
to go back to farming, “his first love,” Archbishop 
Gaudencio Cardinal Rosales too, and Archbishop 
Ricardo Cardinal Vidal and “five or six more.” 
Young Bishop Socrates Villegas succeeds Arch- 
bishop Cruz “to lead war on jueteng,” Its a “hot 
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seat” for mild-mannered Bishop Villegas who 
may have already been initiated to what lies 
ahead. Didn't he fire a strong salvo against the 
flawed Bataan elections? 

Already, former seminarian-students of mine, 
now priests, have held critical positions: prefect 
of discipline, spiritual director, seminary forma- 
tor, rector, dean of students, professor, ete. and as 
parish priests in the country. 

And here comes Fr. Ed Panlilio in a daunting 
position straddling both politics and Church! 
Pray for him, аз the balance he must keep is pre- 
carious indeed: one side for politics whose good 
name he aims to restore and the other for the 
Church whose tainted political past he must 
avoid at ай cost. “But I am not afraid, I have al- 
ready committed my whole self to the crusade for 
good governance." 

How will the new breed in politics and Church 
perform? 

Friend Peachy asks, “Are our young politicians 
prepared? Do they read, study?” Or is it just going 
tobe the gift of gab? From the e-mail, Grace Abel- 
1а Zota laments the defeat of Ralph Recto who 
studied and sponsored the EVAT: “pa-cute ka na 
lang at maging ‘palaban’. Mas madali pa iyon 
kaysa mag-aral.” The young breed is good at "pa- 
cute" and fiercely “palaban”, but il preparedness. 
islegend among politicians. 

Father Ed and team are taking a crash 
course on effective local governance at the 
Ateneo School of Government. “I am prepar- 
ing physically, intellectually, emotionally and 
spiritually.” No one feels like saying "mani- 


wala ka diyan.” He has credibility and moral 
ascendancy too which many politicians lose or 
never have. Remember the "Spice Boys" and 
“Bright Boys” of Congress who lost their 
sparkle like last New Year's fireworks? 

"The new breed can lear а lot from elders like 
Senators Arroyo and Angara who said “they will 
learn so much.” But ominously, depending on 
what happens, Angara said “it will be the young 
Turks, not the senior citizens, who will change.” 
Does this mean that rather than change the зуз- 
tem, the young Turks will be eaten by the system? 

As for the new breed in the Church, what may 
lie ahead? Ies obvious that the hierarchy is find- 
ing its very mission ineluctably drawn into socio- 
political matters if it is to become effective at all, 
even as some sectors are mightily trying to keep 
religion and politics apart. The justice and moral 
issues are so pressing that the Church is finding it 
more and more difficult to distance itself from in- 
volvement. 

The dilemma has actually crystallized in the 
very person and crusade of Father Ed for whom 
the Church may swing between support for one of 
its own or Pilate-like silence. Hierarchy sees the 
problem embodied in Father Ed's crusade and 
‘will surely rise to the occasion. 

‘Archbishop Cruz, who will continue to work, 
write and study, and others, like-minded and dis- 
‘posed, are not about to go to pasture. Bishop Vil- 
legas and young priests moving forward to “take 
over” will need such elders. Is there a call for oth- 
er styles of evangelization? New attitudes? Con- 
tinued study of developments in theology beyond 
seminary studies? 

So, what lies ahead--a new dawn or another 
nightfall?

Cheap and easy guarantee 


THE PRESIDENT LOOKED RELIEVED—ELATED, 
‘even—when Manila Mayor Alfredo Lim said he 
‘would guarantee that she'd stay in office ший 
2010, and that there will be no disorder, “most es- 
pecially in Malacafiang,” What Hizzoner the May- 
ûr probably meant was, he would personally en- 
sure that no mob would try to storm the Palace 
gates. But as for what goes on inside the 
Palace—the disorder, for example, within the 
Presidents official family, some of whom seem to 
have refused to submit to a revamp—some things 
are beyond anyone's control, most especially the 
Mayor of Manila, and even, it seems, the Presi- 
lent. 

‘But did Lim issue a gallant guarantee? The Presi- 
dent definitely thought so. But rather than being an 
act of gallantry, Lim's reassurances were really 
‘sweet nothings—a kind of political flination, a flat- 
tering but essentially meaningless exchange of 
‘compliments, with a patronizing undertone neither 
the President nor her boosters managed to grasp. 
“Ah, hello, you're here! So it seems, you are the 
President; don't you worry lile lady Lim the Brave 
and Bold is here,” is what he essentially said. 

The President should have been furious; her 
media trumpeters should have issued rotin’ 
tootin’ statements to the effect thatthe chief exec- 
'utive can defend herself and doesn't require а 
mayor's assurances. Instead, she grinned broadly 
and shook his hand. 

‘Obviously, Lim's expressions of gallant toler- 
ance were what the President deeply, even des- 
perately, wanted to hear, and so Lim gave the 
President what she wanted, since it cost him 
nothing. There won't be a mob. And even if there 
are those raring to come knocking at the Palace 
gates, they no longer have the numbers, means, 
or motivation, to put either the President job or 
life in peril, or to force the Manila Mayor's hand. 

‘The Mayors confidence—who's the boss? 
Why, himselfi—was best demonstrated by a dis- 
missive remark he made, when leftists com- 
plained the Manila Mayor had only opened up 
half of Mendiola to protesters. Hizzoner said, 
"They used to be banned on Mendiola, and now 
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Tm allowing them to use half and theyre still 
complaining." Anak ng pucha naman, о: “the Н 
applies to all, otherwise none at ай” Lim, in 
Manila, is the law. Got it? 

But its the Presidents insecurity—and not 
Mayor Lim's swagger—that should interest us. 
When Franklin D. Roosevelt advised his country- 
men that the only thing they had to fear was fear 
itself, he went on to describe fear as that “name- 
less, unreasoning, unjustified terror which para- 
угез needed effors to convert retreat into ad- 
Vance" After the trauma of May 1, 2001, fear has 
so conditioned the Presidents mind that her first 
instinct is to close the Palace gates, erect barri- 
cades across all roads leading to it, and sound the 
alarm whenever the name Joseph Estrada В men- 
tioned. 

"When it finally became dear that the Sandigan- 
bayan would have to wrap up the Estrada trial, and 
asit became obvious hat a verdict would have to be 
handed down sooner rather than later, an unrea- 
soning, unjustified terror seized the President. The 
alarm was sounded; advertisements were placed 
that enriched newspaper owners but only showed 
Just how impoverished the Palace i, when it comes 
to either prudence or actual courage. 

A Palace that doesn't think its own propaganda 
are lies—that really commands loyalty and 
doesn't have to buy it, and which has a genuine 
constituency instead of having to fake 
ft wouldnt be running around waving full-page 
ads in the air, would it? And it wouldn't end up 
visibly exhaling in relief over a Manila Mayors 
guarantees. 

Whatever the actual merits and demerits ofthe 


case, regardless of whether or not the court rules 
оп the basis of law or tempers its decision on the 
basis of various politcal considerations, whats 
undeniable is that no one will really be surprised 
by whatever decision the court hands dawn. For 
Estrada's supporters, the whole trial has been a 
farce; for Estrada's detractors, the whole thing 
has taken too long and the man has been treated 
too kindly. As for the rest of the public, the whole 
trial is simply another case in which justice is for 
the great but beyond the reach of the small. 

“The Marcoses, for example, have been winning 
case after case in the courts after a long drought 
of legal victories. Their political rehabilitation is 
‘well underway: so Estrada may be down today, 
he will be up again some time in the future. In the 
end, what matters is to draw it out, engage the 
best lawyers possible, be secure in the knowledge. 
everything is negotiable and that while one’s abil- 
y to bargain may be weak or strong, as Атап 
Rodriguez famously said, “in the long of time, we 
shall success!” 

T mean no disrespect to the cours, indeed I hear 
only complimentary things about the presiding 
judge in the Estrada case. 1 do think, though, that 
‘whatever questions of evidence or law are tackled 
in the Sandiganbayan decision, too many have al- 
ready made up their minds and too few will try to 
keep their minds open. From the time the authori- 
Чез made a martyr of a disgraced former president 
by the manner in which they dragged him off to de- 
tention, the cause of justice has been зеге 

‘the Presidents being held hostage by fear that 
keeps giving her predecessor a self perperuating 
mew lease on political life. The former president 
would have been handed down a verdict, not with a 
bang, but with a whimper, if the Palace had only 
played i cool. The great weakness of generals and 
Politicians is that when they ty to fight the next war 
Using the tactics of the last war, they are doomed to 
fail. May 2001 proved it wasn't worth even his loy- 
alists while, to either suffer or die for Estrada. They 
‘will vote for his candidates, and hold him in affec- 
tion: bur they won't die for him, which places him at 
par with the President. 


Avictory for 
senior citizens 


LAST THURSDAY, THE SUPREME COURT, IN A 15-PAGE 
decision penned by Associate Justice Adolf Acuna, upheld 
the consciutionality of a provision of Republic Act No. 9257 
or the Expanded Senior Citizens Act of 2003. Among other 
benefits, the provision gives senior citizens aged 60 and 
above a 20-percent discount on the purchase of medicines 
from ай establishments. 

Without going into the details of the recent decision, let 
me say thatthe high 
courts action is a 
significant mile- 
stone in the efforts 
to get people to ac 
knowledge and rec- 
ognize the validity 
and the need for as- 
sistance to the elder 
iy in our society as 
provided for by the Constitution. For sometime now, the 
Implementation of this law has been, to say the least, spot- 
ту, with business establishments and government offices 
reluctant to take clear and decisive measures to ensure 
that senior citizens receive what is due them. 

‘Our readers may recall that last April, mentioned that 
we have a National Inter-Agency Coordinating and Moni- 
toring Board (NCMB) chaired by the social welfare secre 
tary, tharis charged with "developing effective monitoring 
and reporting systems towards an efficient, consistent, 
uniformed implementation of the law.” The board is also 
responsible for formulating a National Plan of Action for 
Senior Citizens. 1 added that perhaps the current head of 
the DSWD, Secretary Esperanza Cabral, could devote 
more time to a vigorous implementation of the Senior Citi- 
zens Act. 

In response to my comments, Secretary Cabral sent me 
a two-page letter which, in effect, reiterated what was al- 
ready known to the public in general basically the use of 
the creditcard and Department of Health айтип тайне 
orders. 

‘We thank her forthe reply. But apparently the good Sec- 
retary is not aware of some of the difficulties being en- 
‘countered by senior citizens in the actual implementation 
of the Senior Citizens Act. 

Let me cite a specific example. 

When a senior citizen pays for medical services, in par- 
ticular diagnostic and laboratory tests, he is billed for 
these tests without any indication whatsoever that he has 
been granted the 20-percent discount due him. Unlike ina 
restaurant where the price of each dish is indicated, he is 
Completely in the dark as to what each test actualy costs. 
Tn fact, some medical establishments claim that some tests 
are not covered by the 20-percent discount. We are com- 
pletely at the mercy of their judgment on these matters 

Why do [address this matter to Social Welfare Secretary 
Cabral when it could also rightfully end up as a Depart- 
ment of Health issue? 

1 do this because Section 12 of Republic Act No. 9257 
stipulates that the secretary of the DSWD shall promul- 
gate the Implementing Rules and Regulations (IRR) in 
Consultation and coordination with other agencies, 
among them the Department of Health. In effect, it is the 
DSWD that serves as the lead agency for the implementa- 
tion of the law and at this particular time, we need more 
dynamism in the manner of addressing the concerns of the 
elderly 

One possible area of intervention: Has the NCMB 
chaired by the Social Welfare Secretary considered requir- 
ing medical establishments to set up a schedule of diag- 
nostic and laboratory fees so that senior citizens can be 
Satisfied that they are enjoying the benefits provided by 
law? In this way, overcharging can also be monitored and 
checked by appropriate government agencies. The entire 
process will need some adjustments in the way medical es- 
{ablishments conduct their business. But in the long run, 
Ош senior citizens will be better served. 

Now that the Supreme Court has ruled on the matte, it 
is partly our responsibility to ensure that the rule of law 
prevails If there are questions or doubts about the imple- 
mentation of the law, we must overcome the timidity to 
Taise these issues and seek clarification from government 
authorities. Keeping quiet would be like waiting for man- 
пато fall rom heaven and this atitude will not get us any- 
Where. Remember that if we act now, succeeding genera- 
tions will be able to easily enjoy the benefits that have 
been provided for the elderly. 

At this point, let us give credit where credi 

Sen. Edgardo Angara is the author of the original Senior 
Citizens Act (Republic Act No. 7432). Unfortunately, the 
Angara version had a stipulation that the senior citizen 
‘Should not be earning more than P60,000 per annum. This 
practically meant that not too many people who were 
qualified by age could legally take advantage ofthe law. In 
Other countries, age was all that mattered as far as senior 
citizen benefits were concerned. 

То correct this situation, Rep. Eduardo Zialcita of 
Parahaque City and then Sen. Noli de Castro authored the 
Expanded Senior Citizens Act. The new law removed the 
60,000 threshold and went on to declare that a driver's li- 
cense, passport, or any ID issued by the mayor or barangay 
Captain was sufficient proof of the senior citizen's entitle- 
ment. (However, for uniformity, it is best to have a senior 
citizen's ID issued by the mayor's office.) I might also men- 
Чоп thar it was Vice President Noli de Castro who was 
mainly instrumental in the acceptance by drugstores of 
the credit сага for purchases of medicines with the 20-per- 
cent discount. In the past, credit card payments were not 
being allowed the 20-percent discount authorized for se 
nior citizens. 

‘We thank all these lawmakers for the concern and sup- 
port that they have shown the more than 6 million elderly 
Citizensinoursociey. 

‘Two weeks ago, a colleague in government and a close 
family friend passed away.

‘The Department of Education announced 
last June 30 that it has come out with a 21- 
page “Errata Guide" to correct 269 errors in 
seven Social Studies textbooks it approved for 
use in public schools this year. Why the three 
textbook suppliers agreed to shoulder the cost 
of printing the "Errata" baffles me. Didn't the 
DepEd, through йз Instructional Materials 
Council Secretariat (IMCS), review and ap- 
prove these books in the first place? Didn't the 
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publishers pay from P20,000 to P40,000 in 
evaluation fees to have the IMCS review these 
books for errors? Isn't the 4level process of 
textbook evaluation being implemented by the 
IMCS? If the answer to all three questions is 
"Yes," then it is not the publishers who should 
be blamed for those errors but the IMCS and 
the DepEd. 

The issuance of “Errata” after the books had 
already been distributed and used is not the 
Proper way to make books.

here are questioning the move of the town’ 
council to revise the comprehensive land use 
plan (CLUP) of Calatagan, and reclassify 
lands in these villages from agricultural to in- 
dustrial. 

Ruperto Aleroza, advocacy officer of the 
Samahan ng Maliliit na Mangingisda sa Ca- 
latagan, said in a phone interview that the 
land reclassification would not only destroy 
the rich natural resources in the area but also:

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UPLB tackles climate change in research, info drive 


LOS BANOS, LAGUNA—LOW PUBLIC AWARE- 
mess is a major barrier in addressing climate 
change, according to a professor of the Univer- 
sity of the Philippines at Los Baños, which is in 
the thick of integrating the university s research 
оп the mitigation and public sector adaptation 
ofthe global phenomenon. 

“Officials and even the public say that we 
are doing well and we have other concerns like. 
poverty and economy. That is why it is more 
difficult to convince people that we have to 
take action now,” said Dz Rex Victor Cruz, pro- 
fessor at the UPLB College of Forestry. 

‘Chancellor Luis Rey Velasco told the Inquir- 
za that their major concern was educating the 
public on the best ways to address the chal- 
lenges to food security caused by the new cli- 
mate scenarios of supertyphoons, flash floods 
and droughts—the manifestations of climate 
change. 

But a nationwide information drive and 
policy-lobbying will be done only after deter- 
mining areas that would be hit hard by cli- 
mate change. 

He said UPLB scientists and researchers had 
been studying climate change for almost 2 
decade. What needs to be done is to integrate 
the available research and fil in the gaps. 

“Climate change has a lot of implication 
and we want policies grounded on something 
solid," Velasco said of the program, which has 
an initial fund of P1 million. 

‘Although climate change is a global phe- 


nomenon, the impact at the local level and the 
country's contribution to the global effort of 
mitigation should be given attention, said Dr 
Vicky Espeldon, co-chair of the program. 

“We are faced with the impending risks of 
climate variability, occurrence of extreme 
events, like floods, drought, and superty- 
phoons. One effect of these scenarios is the re- 
duction of agricultural production. Problem 
оп food supply will soon emerge,” she sad. 

Espaldon added: "Our concern after the re- 
search is how we can draw the interest of the 
public.” 

“Two of the important studies of UPLB were 
led by Cruz and Dr. Felino Lansigan, professor 
atthe UPLB Institute of Statistics and member 
of the technical working group of the Inter- 
governmental Panel on Climate Change 
(PCC). 


Watershed 
Delving on local climate forecasts, the im- 
pactof climate change on the watershed, and 
the vulnerability and adaptation of communi- 
ties in Southeast Asia, Cruz studied four sites 
in the Philippines—Pantabangan and 
Caranglan towns in Nueva Ecija, Maria Auro- 
ra and Alfonso Castañeda in Nueva Vizcaya. 
hich covered 2002 to 
showed that rainfall would intensify in 
wet areas and very hot temperature was “very 
likely” in dry areas. 
“The frequency and intensity of extreme

events like supertyphoons, and excessive! 
rainfall will increase over time,” he said. 

The three successive typhoons, a case that 
is rare, were examples of the changing cli 
mate scenarios, he said. 

“This would result in a reduction in rice! 
production. Farmers in Central Luzon will ad- 
versely be affected,” Cruz said. 

Lowland agriculture, which depends on irri 
gation from the watershed, would be disrupted. 

Cruz also explained that the poor were vui 
nerable because they did not have enough re- 
sources to relocate and shift to other livelihood. 

Although the adverse effects of climate 
change seem to be threatening, the county can: 
not directly mitigate the phenomenon, he said. 

“We are a small country. And mitigating cli- 
mate change has to be a global effort, espe 
cially from the highly developed countries, 
which are the main contributors of green 
house gases,” he explained.

COTABATO CITY--GOV. ZALDY 
Ampatuan of the Autonomous 
Region in Muslim Mindanao has 
named caretaker officers for 
Shariff Kabunsuan province 
while the Commission on Elec- 
tions is still resolving the election 
controversy there.

Tt was Guingona's "Ч Accuse” privilege 
speech in the Senate in October 2000 that 
sparked the Senate blue ribbon committee's 
investigation that led to the impeachment 
complaint in the House of Representatives 
against Estrada. 

Tn his change of mind and of heart, Guingo- 
na called for the acquittal of Estrada in the 
Sandiganbayan. Guingona said Estrada “is a 
man who has found a new light and new life. 
Та his own private self 1 think, he has found 
the answer; he has new values and he is now a 
new man. The measure of judging a man is 
when he is down. He has been down for more 
than six years.” 

Speaking at a gathering of opposition lead- 
ers, Guingona gave strictly nonjudicial rea- 
sons for his intervention. "Let us give justice 
to Erap now that he is down. I hope that the 
court will acquit him. Let freedom be for Er- 
ap,” he said. 

Guingona's appeal took on a partisan hue 
because he has joined the opposition in its at- 
tempts to force the resignation of Ms Arroyo 
after he had broken off with her following his 
resignation as secretary of foreign affairs over 
the RPLUS Visiting Forces Agreement. 


Fatigue over street actions 

"The threat of political disturbances over 
the Sandiganbayan's decision—whether 
шпа! or convietion—does not loom as ex- 
plosive as it was when Estrada was arrested in 
April 2001, following the fling of the plunder 
complaint against him.

Live Earth featured some 7,000 events in 
129 countries, with an unusual performance 
by scientists-cum-rockers Nunatak in Antarc- 
tica, where temperatures have risen by nearly 
three degrees Celsius in the last 50 years. 

At the London show, the stadium's 
nonessential lights were turned off before the 
closing act—Madonna—came onstage, leav- 
ing the venue dark except for the glow of exit 
lights and the flashes of cameras. 

"Lets hope the concerts that are happening 
around the world are not just about entertain- 
ment, but about starting a revolution,” said 
Madonna, who sang a song she wrote for Live 
Earth called "Hey You. 

In New. Jersey, rocker Melissa Etheridge 
pounded out her song “I Need to Wake Up,” 
which was featured in Gore's documentary, 

Inconvenient Truth,” and won an Oscar 
for best song this year 

With hand raised as if taking an oath, Gore. 
took the seven-point pledge he wants others 
to endorse, binding them to cut carbon emis- 
sions and to lobby governments and employ- 
ers todo more to save the planet. 

“Today, 2 billion of us have come together 
їп over 130 countries on seven continents,” 
Gore said to cheers. “Times like these demand 
action: Please sign the Live Earth pledge.”

But critics have faulted the Live Earth con- 
certs for lacking clear-cut, achievable goals, and 
for lauding rock stars whose jetseting, high- 
‘consumption lifestyles can often send a differ- 
ent, less environmentally friendly message. 

‘There has been widespread cynicism 
among music fans, campaigners and fellow 
rockers about the role of pop music, 
renowned for Learjets and limousines, to pro- 
mote green living. 

Critics pointed out that pollution caused by 
the concerts makes them part of the problem 
as well as the solution.

“There are thousands of people who are 
vietims of scams in subdivisions,” Gonzalez 
told reporters in a recent interview. "Many 
have to be protected from it and many don't 
understand it, don't even know it." 

‘The justice secretary said he was thinking 
of seeking the help of President Macapagal- 
Arroyo by asking her to issue an executive or- 
der to define the parameters of the HLURB's 
powers and help resolve the problem. 

Gonzalez said he was particularly con- 
сетей about OFWs losing the money for 
‘which they toiled for many years.

Pre-selling 

‘The usual excuse that the sellers give is that 
the Securities and Exchange Commission

He noted that the problems arose from the 
preselling of real estate, condo units or town- 
houses that remained unfinished even after 
several years. 

He said the buyers were often not fairly re- 
funded their money when the construction 
did not push through.

Jurisdiction 

He pointed out that there were questions of 
jurisdiction in many cases.

Although some say the cases should be 
filed in the HLURB, the board does not have 
punitive powers and can only order the seller 
br developer to retur the money, the justice 
secretary said. 

“What will happen should the seller fail to 
do so?" he said. 

"Please note that the poor buyers have 
nowhere to go to ventilate their complaints 
because of the jurisdiction issue It is for this

Manufacturers, importers, distributors, dealers, wholesalers and retailers 
found to be in possession and selling these steelbars are liable under 
Executive Order No. 913 and Republic Act 7394 or the Consumer Act of the 
Philippines with a fine of P300,000 per violation, without prejudice to the 
filing of criminal or civil actions against violators.

TUZ KHURMATU, IRAQ—A SUICIDE TRUCK BOMBER RIPPED

Ambulances and private cars ferried 
dozens of bloodied corpses and wounded 
civilians to clinics in the nearby town of Tuz 
Khurmatu and the provincial capital Kirku) 
where desperate relatives waited for news 
the missing. 

Tuz Khurmatu’s police chief, Col. Mo- 
hammed Abbas-Amin, said that the final 
death toll from the attack was 150 people, 
while other senior officials gave estimates 
ranging between 105 and 125 dead, and 250 
wounded. 

An official in the operations room of the US 
military unit in the region, Task Force Light- 
ning, said it had also received a report of 105 
dead from its Iraqi police allies but had not 
been able to verify this independently. 

Officials were stunned by the scale of the

“I heard the cries of my child, then I heard

Lt. Col. Saman Hamid, commander of the 
security coordination center in nearby Tuz 
Khurmatu, said: “105 Iraqis were killed and 
five are missing, we have registered their 
names. There are more than 250 wounded.” 
This toll was confirmed by Dr. Wissam Abdul- 
lah, director of the main local hospital, who 
said the wounded had been taken to at least 
six emergency rooms up to 100 km away 
around the the region. 

The chief local civilian administrator, 
Hamad Rasheed, said he had seen reports 
that up to 125 people could be confirmed 
dead after rescuers finished digging through 
the rubble of dozens of buildings. 

"The security reports that 1 have received 
from the scene confirm that 115 were killed, 
five аге missing and around five more were col- 
jected as loose flesh. Some 40 homes, 20 shops 
and 10 vehicles were destroyed,” Rasheed said. 

“The corpses were under the debris of the 
collapsed buildings. Some were burnt and 
others were torn apart. This is a big disaster 
for the town, all of the casualties were civil- 
ians,” he added. ‘AFP

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Jobs: a closer look 


TWO WEEKS AGO, I EXAMINED THE LAT- 
and 
welcomed some apparently positive de- 
velopments on the jobs front. Both overall 
unemployment and underemployment 
rates were lower in April. Net job creation 
exceeded the number of new entrants to 
the labor force. And wage and salary-pay- 
ing jobs account for a larger percentage of 
the total jobs in the economy compared to 
last year. The implication, it seems, is that 
employment has improved both i 
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Devil in details 

Not all is bright and rosy, however. As al- 
ways, the devil lies in the details. And it is 
worth looking into these details to under- 
stand the challenge that still faces all of us, 
and our economic managers in particular. 

There are two particular aspects ofthe jobs 
picture that are worth noting here. One is the 
sectoral composition of the jobs, ie, which 
industries and enterprises have been generat- 
ing more jobs, and which ones have been los- 
ing them? The other is the nature of the jobs 
themselves, i.e., are the jobs that are lost or 
created regular wage or salary-paying jobs, 
self-employment, or unpaid family work? 

1 had mentioned, for example, that the 
manufacturing sector lost an alarming 
105,000 jobs within the same period (April 
2006 to April 2007). Still, the aggregate net 
job creation for the industrial sector came out 
Positive because construction jobs (121,000) 
more than offset those lost manufacturing 
jobs. But this is not too much of a consolation. 
1 сап see at least two reasons why the loss on 
the manufacturing side is still probably a big- 
ger loss, notwithstanding the numbers, than 
the offsetting gain on the construction side. 


Regular vs. casual 


reflects either drastic retrenchments or out- 
right firm closures. In a recent business forum 

von the exchange rate that I spoke in, a lot of 
anecdotal evidence was cited of such closures. 
happening among export-oriented firms due 
to the peso appreciation. But exporters are 
not the only ones suffering. Add to that the 
domestic-oriented manufacturers who are 
losing the battle against cheap imports, most- 
ly Chinese, made even cheaper by the appre- 
dating peso. 

Note that the jobs lost here are probably 
(though not necessarily entirely) regular and 
otherwise more stable jobs, the kind that 
come with social security, PhilHealth, Pag- 
Ibig and other benefits including paid leave. 
Оп the other hand, the new construction jobs 
are probably very temporary jobs, good only 
for as long as specific construction projects 
last. They may be wage-paying jobs, but they 
are probably casual jobs that don't come with 
the usual package of benefits mentioned 
above. 


Nonrecurring 

The second reason we still have a problem 
is that the surge in new construction jobs 
recorded in the April survey will not last. Ob- 
‘ously, lot of government construction pro- 
jects were undertaken in anticipation of the 
Tecent May elections. Publie construction in 
the Jast quarter of 2006 grew by a hefty 39.6 
percent over the previous year; in the first 
Чшапег of 2007, it grew 16.9 percent. In stark 
Contrast, private construction activity has 
been languishing with mostly negative 
growth (Le, actual declines) in the past six 
quaes.

BERLIN—EUROPE HAS DRAWN INSPIRA- 
tion from Asia's iconic but nearly extinct pedi- 
cab system to offer a chic and environment- 
friendly mode of urban transportation. 

Sleeker than its Mandarin forefather—the 
rickshaw, and its cousins in Manila, Bangkok 
and Melaka—the modern tricycle was rein- 
vented here in Germany s capital city and has 
since made inroads into other major Euro- 
pean cities like London, Amsterdam, Paris 
and Rome. 

The designer pedicab—a hybrid three- 
wheeler—has also made waves in megacities 
outside the eurozone like New York and 
Dubai. 

Ithas even found its way back to the land of 
its birth, but so far limited itself to weal 
Asian cities like Tokyo and Seoul. 

"The novel pedicab-rickshaw wheeler was pi- 
oneered here 10 years ago by Ludger Ma- 
tuszewski, a yuppie from Daimler Chrysler, who 
got bored with his job, went on sabbatical leave 
and picked up the idea of a shared taxi service 
while vacationing in South America. 

Аз soon as he got back home, he quit his 
job, put up his own company, Velotaxi, de- 
signed and patented the fancy pedicab and 
branded it the “GiryCruiser,” which can now 
be found in 17 countries around the globe. 

‘While Asia has largely relegated the pedi 
cabs to far-flung routes, instead favoring the 
fully motorized tricycles for short-distance 
transport (usually at the cost of air and noise 
pollution), Velotax's three-wheeler revolu- 
tionized the pedicab not only as a “green” 
transportation option but also as a new adver- 
tising tool for global retailers.

standing issue of incentives rationalization needs 
tobe reviewed to achieve competitiveness. 

Todo this, a common framework that finds the 
balance between public policy and private sector 
interests needs to be found. 

‘The debate has been in progress for the last 13 
years, since 1994 when the Comprehensive Tax 
Reform Program (CTRP) was conceived. 

This debate culminated during the 13th 
Congress when disparate versions of the bill were 
introduced and passed in both Chambers, These 
versions typify the opposing schools of thought 
‘on incentives. 

House ВШ 3295 sought to maintain and ex- 
pand existing incentives offered to investors, un- 
der the assumption that incentives are crucial in 
the locational decision of investors. On the other 
hand, Senate Bil 2411 sought to remove income 
tax holidays and pave the way fora reduced сог- 
porate income tax rate for ай firms, оп allegations 
of high levels of redundancy. 

Redundancy is defined as an investment that 
would have come into the country even without, 
incentives. 

"The failure to resolve the issue has created a 
climate of policy uncertainty Businessmen do not 
like that because it affects their long-term busi- 
ness plans and consequently their bottom line. 

Their shareholders will wonder why their 
managers are considering putting money in this 
‘county if there are better ways to get retums in 
other countries. 


Incentives-A total package

public and the private sectors are urged to keep 
En open mind, and keep their eyes on the big pic- 
ure A new mind-set 8 necessary to move the îs- 
sue forward.

As businessmen, we know that fiscal incen- 
tives alone are not sufficient to attract investors. 
However, these are only part of the overall equa- 
tion in attracting investors as government levels

(Other prerequisites include macroeconomic 
stability political stability and good governance, 
availability of infrastructure, and quality human 
resources. 

We need to address those fundamental factors 
of competitiveness to have any chance of being 
attractive to investments. But we also need rev- 
enue and innovative schemes to build the roads 
and bridges and to upgrade our education. 

To do that, the private sector would have to 
fully support the need to ensure proper tax decla- 
ration and collection. Instead of mire income tax 
holidays, perhaps more targeted performance- 
based incentives can be a more effective and eff- 
ent tool. 

Initial steps have been taken to improve the 
Philippines’ competitiveness. As private sector 
chair of the National Competitiveness Council 
(NCC), we ensure that the six working groups are 
delivering on their priorities. 

These working groups include: human re- 
sources, effective management, access to finance, 
infrastructure, energy and reducing transactio 
costs/flows. 

The rationalization of fiscal incentives is а pri- 
огу ofthe NCC as it seeks to simplify and reduce 
the “transaction costs” to existing and new in- 
vestors. 

For example, the complex and inequitable VAT 
system for exporters needs to be reviewed to en- 
sure that Philippine exporters are not disadvan- 
taged in this competitive global economy In ad.

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Benguet folk develop 


new art of marketing

A TRINIDAD, BENGUET— 
| This province's Arabica trees 

are now heavy with green 
éoffee beans. 

" Growers say these beans will begin to 
Gun red by September and ready to be har- 
ested between October and February. 
These will later be marketed through a nov- 
el method, which has transformed Benguet 
Arabica trees into "ive banks,” if nota gold 
mine. 

During harvest, more than 200 Benguet 
coffee growers—all members of a new home- 
grown corporation--sort out coffee beans ac- 
Gording to the age of the coffee trees. 

“This is because we market our Benguet 
coffee according to principles,” says Rudy 
Guisdan, marketing officer ofthe Benguet Or- 
ganic Coffee Arabica Enterprises Limited Inc 
(Восае). 

‘The corporation, formed in June 2005, is a 


cooperative of more than 200 backyard coffee 
growers who, with the help of local marketing 
experts, regularly meet to develop ways to 
market their produets. 

“We have ‘coffee of pride’ (coffee beans 
from trees up to 49 years old), coffee of privi- 
lege’ (beans from 50- to 75-year-old trees), 
and ‘coffee of prestige’ (75- to 99-year-old 
trees)," says Guisdan. 

“The most expensive is our ‘coffee of hon- 
or; which comes from 100-year-old or older 
trees,” he adds. 

The prices vary according to age. 

A kilogram of ground coffee of pride sells at 
P300; coffee of privilege, P350; coffee of pres- 
tige, P400; and coffee of honor, P450. 

"Whats the philosophy or rationale behind 
the classification of Benguet Arabica coffee 
according to age? 

“Its definitely an honor to be sipping coffee 
from centennial coffee plants, which are the 
same organically grown plants that have been 
producing the beverage of our ancestors, and 
more and more clients are getting to appreci 
ate this,” says Guisdan. 


coffee. 


If coffee trees are 50 to 100 £ 
years old and even older but 3 
Still bearing fruit, this means 
they have good genetic quali- 
ties. 

“They resist pests and the or- 
ganic contents of the soil where 
they are planted have been main- 
tained well,” says Valentin Macanes, 

а Benguet State University (BSU) agro- 
forestry professor helping coffee growers im- 
prove their production. 

Priced heirlooms 

Gerry Lab-oyan, president of the New 
Benguet Chamber of Commerce, a group that 
also helps promote local Arabica coffee, con- 
siders the century-old coffee trees of Benguet 
as "priced heirlooms.” 

These centennial plants, he says, can be the 
local folk's “live banks” because the plants, 
which belong to the Typica Arabica variety, 
are actually rare. 

Originally from Ethiopia, the Typica Arabi 
ca variety was brought to Benguet by Spanish

colonizers who forced local folk to plant the 
coffee species along a trail. 

"Iypica Arabica was introduced in Sagada, 
Mt. Province by noted Cordillera photogra- 
pher Eduardo Masferre, whose family in 
Spain maintained orchards. 

In the 1970s, the Bureau of Plant Industry 
and a private agricultural firm introduced to 
the Cordillera other Arabica varieties such as 
Bourbon Arabica, Moka and Granika, among 
others. 

‘There are 30 different Arabica species but 
Macanes says the most aromatic is the Турса 
Arabica, and it also has the lowest caffeine 
content. 

‘The advantage of Benguet and neighboring 
Mt. Province and Ifugao is their altitude con- 
sidering that Arabica coffee thrives well at 
700 to 2,000 meters above sea level. 

To support Benguet coffee growers, 
Macanes, with the help of the BSU, has 
pledged to help establish a germplasm bank 
for Typica Arabica, especially from century- 
old mother plants, to ensure the continuous 
propagation and to help improve the produc- 
tion ofthis species. 


Backyard industry 

Maintaining and sustaining Benguets 
decades-old and centennial coffee plants are 
the main reasons local growers are being en- 
couraged to maintain the backyard coffee in 
dusty 

А multinational food firm once attempted 
to contract local farmers for large-scale pro- 
duction. This did not work, however, because 
big scale production required wide swaths of 
land for coffee plantation. 

“Although introduced, Arabica or what is 
now popularly called Benguet coffee has be- 
соте part of local culture and has since been 
grown along with other backyard crops such 
з banana and other fruits. tis still best to 
maintain Benguet coffee this way” says 
Richard Abellon of the Office of Presidential 
Affairs in the Cordillera, which is helping lo- 
cal coffee growers in terms of research and 
promotion. 

“We do not encourage plantations because 
people have to deforest a mountain for these 
and mono-culture farming is not environmen 
tally sound,” he says. 

“We seek to help sustain the biodiversity 
and cultural integrity of Benguet and other 
coffee-producing towns in the Cordillera,” he 
adds 

Macanes says Costa Rica and Colombia, 
which are among the world's top coffee pro- 
ducers, rely on backyard producers. 

"Their only secret is that these small back- 
yard producers are federated into coopera 
tives or local corporations,” he says. 


Appropriate technology 

To help improve the production of Arabica 
coffee in Benguet, Abellon's office is seeking 
to mobilize the expertise of the BSU and the 
Department of Agriculture to help coffee 
growers integrate appropriate technology 
with their "indigenous sociocultural prac- 
tices" in producing Arabica. 

"The market potential for coffee remains 
high, says Abellon, noting that coffee beans 
are stil being imported because the country 
cannot meet local demand 

“The production in Benguet and other 
Cordillera provinces is not even enough to 
meet the needs of Baguio City where coffee 
shops are multiplying," he says. 

‘The more than 200 members of Bocaeli 
produce a combined 10,000 kg of ready-to 
Toast coffee beans each year and their pro- 
duce is always sold out, Guisdan says. 

Coffee growers who have maintained and 
preserved their decades and century-old trees 
are now appreciating what kind of gold mine 
they have, he says.

movie takes a typically irreverent dig at reli- 
gion and environmentalists, and features a 
nude scene involving 'toon teen Bart that had 
the audience at a preview show applauding. 

А 10-minute clip from “The Simpsons 
Movie,” the first time Homer, Marge, their 
family and friends have made it to the big 
screen, was shown in London Wednesday 
ahead of its worldwide release later this 
month.

‘Trouble to come 

The Simpsons also turn up late at 
church, where Homer's father has a 
seizure and warns of trouble to come.

Perhaps the biggest laugh was for Bart, 
who skateboards through town naked af- 
ter being challenged to do so by Homer.

REPUBLIC ACT NO. 9372: 


HUMAN SECURITY ACT OF 2007 


AN ACT TO SECURE THE STATE AND PROTECT OUR PEOPLE FROM TERRORISM 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the Philippines 
in Congress assembled: 


SECTION 1. Short Title. - This Act shall 
henceforth be known as the “Human Security Act of 
2007.” 


SEC. 2. Declaration of Policy. - It is declared 
apolicy of the State to protect life, liberty, and property 
from acts of terrorism, to condemn terrorism as inimical 
and dangerous to the national security of the country 
and to the welfare of the people, and to make terrorism 
a crime against the Filipino people, against humanity, 
and against the law of nations. 


In the implementation of the policy stated above, 
the State shall uphold the basic rights and fundamental 
liberties of the people as enshrined in the Constitution. 


‘The State recognizes that the fight against terrorism 
requires a comprehensive approach, comprising political, 
economic, diplomatic, military, and legal means duly 
taking into account the root causes of terrorism without 
acknowledging these as justifications for terrorist and 
or criminal activities. Such measures shall include 
conflict management and post-conflict peace-building, 
addressing the roots of conflict by building state capacity 
and promoting equitable economic development. 


Nothing in this Act shall be interpreted as а 
curtailment, restriction ог diminution of constitutionally 
recognized powers of the executive branch of the 
government. It is to be understood, however, that the 
exercise of the constitutionally recognized powers of 
the executive department of the government shall not 
prejudice respect for human rights which shall be 
absolute and protected at all times. 


SEC. 3. Terrorism. - Any person who com: 
an act punishable under any of the following provision 
of the Revised Penal Code: 


a. Article 122 (Piracy in General and Mutiny in the 
High Seas or in the Philippine Waters); 

b. Article 134 (Rebellion or Insurrection); 

e, Article 134-a (Coup d'Etat), including acts committed 
by private persons; 

4. Article 248 (Murder); 

e. Article 267 (Kidnapping and Serious Illegal 
Detention); 

ff Article 324 (Crimes Involving Destruction), 
or under 


(1) Presidential Decree No. 1613 (The Law on Arson); 

@) Republic Act No. 6969 (Toxic Substances and 
Hazardous and Nuclear Waste Control Act of 
1990), 

(3) Republic Act No. 5207, (Atomic Energy Regulatory 
and Liability Act of 1968);

thereby sowing and creating a condition of widespread 
and extraordinary fear and panic among the populace, 
in order to coerce the government to give in to an 
unlawful demand shall be guilty of the crime of terrorism 
and shall suffer the penalty of forty (40) years of 
imprisonment, without the benefit of parole as provided 
for under Act No. 4103, otherwise known as the 
Indeterminate Sentence Law, as amended 


SEC. 4. Conspiracy to Commit Terrorism. 
- Persons who conspire to commit the crime of terrorism 
shall suffer the penalty of forty (40) years of 
imprisonment. 


There is conspiracy when two or more persons come 
to an agreement concerning the commission of the 
crime of terrorism as defined in Section 3 hereof and 
decide to commit the same. 


SEC. 5. Accomplice. - Any person who, not 
being a principal under Article 17 of the Revised Penal 
Code or a conspirator as defined in Section 4 hereof, 
cooperates in the execution of either the crime of 
terrorism or conspiracy to commit terrorism by previous 
or simultaneous acts shall suffer the penalty of from 
seventeen (17) years, four months one day to twenty 
(20) years of imprisonment. 


SEC. 6. Accessory. - Any person who, having 
knowledge of the commission of the crime of terrorism 
ог conspiracy to commit terrorism, and without having 
participated therein, either as principal or accomplice 
under Articles 17 and 18 of the Revised Penal Code, 
takes part subsequent to its commission in any of the 
following manner: (a) by profiting himself or assisting 
the offender to profit by the effects of the crime: (b) by 
concealing or destroying the body of the crime, or the 
effects, or instruments thereof, in order to prevent its 
discovery; (c) by harboring, concealing, or assisting 
in the escape of the principal or conspirator of the 
crime, shall suffer the penalty of ten (10) years and one 
day to twelve (12) years of imprisonment. 


Notwithstanding the above paragraph, the penalties 
prescribed for accessories shall not be imposed upon 
those who are such with respect to their spouses, 
ascendants, descendants, legitimate, natural, and adopted 
brothers and sisters, or relatives by affinity within the 
same degrees, with the single exception of accessories 
falling within the provisions of subparagraph (a). 


SEC. 7. Surveillance of Suspects and 
Interception and Recording of 
Communications. - The provisions of Republic Act 
No..4200 (Anti-Wire Tapping Law) to the contrary 
notwithstanding, a police or law enforcement official 
and the members of his team may, upon a written order 
of the Court of Appeals, listen to, intercept and record, 
with the use of any mode, form, kind or type of electronic 
or other surveillance equipment or intercepting and 
tracking devices, or with the use of any other suitable 
ways and means for that purpose, any communication, 
message, conversation, discussion, or spoken or written 
words between members of a judicially declared and 
outlawed terrorist organization, association, or group 
of persons or of any person charged with or suspected 
of the crime of terrorism or conspiracy to commit 
terrorism. 


Provided, That surveillance, interception and 
recording of communications between lawyers and 
clients, doctors and patients, journalists and their sources 
and confidential business correspondence shall not be 
authorized. 


SEC. 8. Formal Application for Judicial 
Authorization. -The written order of the authorizing 
division of the Court of Appeals to track down, tap, 
listen to, intercept, and record communications, 
messages, conversations, discussions, or spoken or 
written words of any person suspected of the crime of 
terrorism or the crime of conspiracy to commit terrorism 
shall only be granted by the authorizing division of the 
Court of Appeals upon an ex parte written application 
of a police or of a law enforcement official who has 
been duly authorized in writing by the Anti-Terrorism 
Council created in Section 53 of this Act to file such 
ex parte application, and upon examination under oath 
or affirmation of the applicant and the witnesses he 
may produce to establish: (a) that there is probable 
cause to believe based on personal knowledge of facts 
or circumstances that the said crime of terrorism or 
conspiracy to commit terrorism has been committed, 
or is being committed, or is about to be committed: (b) 
that there is probable cause to believe based on personal 
knowledge of facts or circumstances that evidence, 
which is essential to the conviction of any charged or 
suspected person for, or to the solution or prevention 
of, any such crimes, will be obtained; and, (c) that there 
is no other effective means readily available for 
acquiring such evidence. 


SEC. 9. Classification and Contents of the 
Order of the Court. - The written order granted 
by the authorizing division of the Court of Appeals as 
well as its order, if any, to extend or renew the same, 
the original application of the applicant, including his 
application to extend or renew, if any, and the written 
authorizations of the Anti-Terrorism Council shall be 
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deemed and are hereby declared as classified 
information: Provided, That the person being surveilled 
or whose communications, letters, papers, messages, 
conversations, discussions, spoken or written words 
and effects have been monitored, listened to, bugged 
or recorded by law enforcement authorities has the right 
to be informed of the acts done by the law enforcement 
authorities in the premises or to challenge, if he or she 
intends to do so, the legality of the interference before 
the Court of Appeals which issued the written order. 
The written order of the authorizing division of the 
Court of Appeals shall specify the following: (a) the 
identity, such as name and address, if known, of the 
charged or suspected person whose communications, 
messages, conversations, discussions, or spoken or 
written words are to be tracked down, tapped, listened 
to, intercepted, and recorded and, in the case of radio, 

electronic, or telephonic (whether wireless or otherwise) 
communications, messages, conversations, discussions, 

or spoken or written words, the electronic transmission 
systems or the telephone numbers to be tracked down, 

tapped, listened to, intercepted, and recorded and their 
locations or if the person suspected of the crime of 
terrorism or conspiracy to commit terrorism is not fully 
known, such person shall be subject to continuous 
surveillance provided there is a reasonable ground to 
do so; (b) the identity (name, address, and the police 
or law enforcement organization) of the police or of 
the law enforcement official, including the individual 
identity (names, addresses, and the police or law 
enforcement organization) of the members of his team, 
judicially authorized to track down, tap. listen to 

intercept, and record the communications, messages, 

conversations, discussions, or spoken or written words; 

(c) the offense or offenses committed, or being 
committed, or sought to be prevented; and, (d) the 
length of time within which the authorization shall be 
used or carried ош. 


SEC. 10. Effective Period of Judicial 
Authorization. - Any authorization granted by the 
authorizing division of the Court of Appeals, pursuant 
to Section 9(d) of this Act, shall only be effective for 
the length of time specified in the written order of the 
authorizing division of the Court of Appeals. which 
shall not exceed a period of thirty (30) days from the 
date of receipt of the written order of the authorizing 
division of the Court of Appeals by the applicant police 
or law enforcement official 


The authorizing division of the Court of Appeals 
тау extend or renew the said authorization for another 
non- extendible period, which shall not exceed thirty 
(30) days from the expiration of the original period: 

Provided, That the authorizing division of the Court of 
Appeals is satisfied that such extension or renewal is 
in the public interest: and Provided, further, That the 
ex parte application for extension or renewal, which 
must be filed by the original applicant, has been duly 
authorized in writing by the Anti-Terrorism Council. 


In case of death of the original applicant or in case 
he is physically disabled to file the application for 
extension or renewal, the one next in rank to the original 
applicant among the members of the team named in 
the original written order of the authorizing division of 
the Court of Appeals shall file the application for 
extension or renewal: Provided, That. without prejudice 
to the liability of the police or law enforcement personnel 
under Section 20 hereof, the applicant police or law 
enforcement official shall have thirty (30) days after 
the termination of the period granted by the Court of 
Appeals as provided in the preceding paragraphs within 
which to file the appropriate case before the Public 
Prosecutor's Office for any violation of this Act. 


If no case is filed within the thirty (30)-day period, 
the applicant police or law enforcement official shall 
immediately notify the person subject of the surveillance, 
interception and recording of the termination of the 
said surveillance, interception and recording. The penalty 
of ten (10) years and one day to twelve (12) years of 
imprisonment shall be imposed upon the applicant 
police or law enforcement official who fails to notify 
the person subject of the surveillance, monitoring, 
interception and recording as specified above. 


SEC. 11. Custody of Intercepted and 
Recorded Communications. - All tapes, discs, 
and recordings made pursuant to the authorization of 
the authorizing division of the Court of Appeals, 
including all excerpts and summaries thereof as well 
as all written notes or memoranda made in connection 
therewith, shall, within forty-eight (48) hours after the 
expiration of the period fixed in the written order of 
the authorizing division of the Court of Appeals or 

| within forty- eight (48) hours after the expiration of 


any extension or renewal granted by the authorizing 
division of the Court of Appeals, be deposited with the 
authorizing Division of the Court of Appeals in a sealed 
envelope or sealed package, as the case may be, and 
shall be accompanied by a joint affidavit of the applicant 
police or law enforcement official and the members of 
his team. 


In case of death of the applicant or in case he is 
physically disabled to execute the required affidavit, 
the one next in rank to the applicant among the members 
of the team named in the written order of the authorizing 
division of the Court of Appeals shall execute with the 
members of the team that required affidavit. 


it shall he unlawful for any person, police officer or 
any custodian of the tapes, dises and recording, and 
their excerpts and summaries, written notes or 
memoranda to copy in whatever form, to remove, delete, 
expunge, incinerate, shred or destroy in any manner 
the items enumerated above in whole or in part under 
any pretext whatsoever. 


Any person who removes, deletes, expunges, 
incinerates, shreds or destroys the items enumerated 
above shall suffer a penalty of not less than six years 
and one day to twelve (12) years of imprisonment. 


SEC. 12. Contents о f Joint Affidavit. - The 
joint affidavit of the police or of the law enforcement 
official and the individual members of his team shall 
slate: (a) the number of tapes, discs, and recordings 
that have been made, as well as the number of excerpts 
and summaries thereof and the number of written notes 
and memoranda, if any, made in connection therewith; 
(b) the dates and times covered by each of such tapes, 
discs, and recordings; (c) the number of tapes, discs, 
апа recordings, as well as the number of excerpts and 
summaries thereof and the number of written notes and 
memoranda made in connection therewith that have 
been included in the deposit: and (d) the date of the 
original written authorization granted by the Anti- 
Terrorism Council to the applicant to file the ex parte 
application to conduct the tracking down, tapping, 
intercepting, and recording, as well as the date of any 
extension or renewal of the original written authority 
granted by the authorizing division of the Court of 
Appeals 


The joint affidavit shall also certify under oath that 
no duplicates or copies of the whole or any part of any 
of such tapes, discs, and recordings, and that no 
duplicates or copics of the whole or any part of any of 
such excerpts, summaries, written notes, and 
‘memoranda, have been made, or, if made, that all such 
duplicates and copies are included in the sealed envelope 
or sealed package, as the case may be, deposited with 
the authorizing division of the Court of Appeals. 


It shall be unlawful for any person, police or law 
enforcement official to omit or exclude from the joint 
affidavit any item or portion thereof mentioned in this 
Section 


Any person, police or law enforcement officer who 
violates any of the acts proscribed in the preceding 
paragraph shall suffer the penalty of not less than ten 
(10) years and one day to twelve (12) years of 
imprisonment 


SEC. 13. Disposition of Deposited 
Materials. - The sealed envelope or sealed package 
and the contents thereof, which are deposited with the 
authorizing division of the Court of Appeals, shall be 
deemed and are hereby declared classified information, 
and the sealed envelope or sealed package shall not be 
opened and its contents (including the tapes, discs, and 
recordings and all the excerpts and summaries thereof 
and the notes and memoranda made in connection 
therewith) shall not be divulged, revealed, read, replayed, 
or used as evidence unless authorized by written order 
of the authorizing division of the Court of Appeals, 
which written order shall be granted only upon a written 
application of the Department of Justice filed before 
the authorizing division of the Court of Appeals and 
only upon a showing that the Department of Justice has 
been duly authorized in writing by the Anti-Terrorism 
Council to file the application with proper written notice 
the person whose conversation, communication, message 
discussion or spoken or written words have been the 
subject of surveillance, monitoring, recording and 
interception to open, reveal, divulge, and use the contents 
of the sealed envelope or sealed package as evidence. 


Any person, law enforcement official or judicial 
authority who violates his duty to notify in writing the 
persons subject of the surveillance as defined above 


shall suffer the penalty of six years and one day to eight 
years of imprisonment. 


SEC. 14. Application to Open Deposited 
Sealed Envelope or Sealed Package. - The 
written application with notice to the party concerned 
to open the deposited sealed envelope or sealed package 
shall clearly state the purpose or reason: (a) for opening 
the sealed envelope or sealed package; (b) forrevealing 
or disclosing its classified contents; (c) for replaying, 
divulging, and or reading any of the listened to, 
intercepted, and recorded communications, messages, 
conversations, discussions, or spoken or written words 
(including any of the excerpts and summaries thereof 
and any of the notes or memoranda made in connection 
therewith); and, (4) for using any of said listened to, 
intercepted, and recorded communications, messages, 
conversations, discussions, or spoken or written words 
fincluding any of the excerpts and summaries thereof 
and any of the notes or memoranda made in connection 
therewith) as evidence. 


Any person, law enforcement official or judicial 
authority who violates his duty to notify as defined 
above shall suffer the penalty of six years and one day 
to eight years of imprisonment. 


SEC. 15. Evidentiary Value of Deposited 
Materials. — Any listened to, intercepted, and recorded 
‘communications, messages, conversations, discussions, 
or spoken or written words, or any part or parts thereof, 
ог any information or fact contained therein, including 
their existence, content, substance, purport, effect, or 
meaning, which have been secured in violation of the 
pertinent provisions of this Act, shall absolutely not be 
admissible and usable as evidence against anybody in 
any judicial, quasi-judicial, legislative, or administrative 
investigation, inquiry, proceeding, or hearing 


SEC. 16. Penalty for Unauthorized or 
Malicious Interceptions and/or Recordings. 
- Any police or law enforcement personnel who, not 
being authorized to do so by the authorizing division 
of the Court of Appeals, tracks down, taps, listens to, 
intercepts, and records in whatever manner or form any 
communication, message, conversation, discussion, or 
spoken or written word of a person charged with ог 
suspected of the crime of terrorism or the crime of 
conspiracy to commit terrorism shall be guilty of an 
offense and shall suffer the penalty of ten (10) years 
and one day to twelve (12) years of imprisonment. 


In addition to the liability attaching to the offender 
for the commission of any other offense, the penalty 
of ten (10) years and one day to twelve (12) years of 
imprisonment and the accessory penalty of perpetual 
absolute disqualification from public office shall be 
imposed upon any police or law enforcement personnel 
who maliciously obtained an authority from the, Court 
of Appeals to track down, tap, listen to, intercept, and 
record in whatever manner or form any communication, 
message, conversation, discussion, or spoken or written 
words of a person charged with or suspected of the 
crime of terrorism or conspiracy to commit terrorism: 

Provided, That notwithstanding Section 13 of this Act, 
the party aggrieved by such authorization shall be 
allowed access to the sealed envelope or sealed package 
and the contents thereof as evidence for the prosecution 
of any police or law enforcement personnel who 
maliciously procured said authorization. 


SEC. 17. Proscription of Terrorist 
Organizations, Association, or Group of 
Persons. - Any organization, association, or group of 
persons organized for the purpose of engaging in 
terrorism, or which, although not organized for that 
purpose, actually uses the acts to terrorize mentioned 
in this Act or to sow and create a condition of widespread 
and extraordinary fear and panic among the populace 
in order to coerce the government to give in to an 
unlawful demand shall, upon application of the 
Department of Justice before a competent Regional 
Trial Court, with due notice and opportunity to be heard 
given to the organization, association, or group of 
persons concerned, be declared as a terrorist and 
outlawed organization, association, or group of persons 
by the said Regional Trial Court. 


SEC. 18. Period of Detention Without 
Judicial Warrant of Arrest. - The provisions of 
“Article 125 of the Revised Penal Code to the contrary 
notwithstanding, any police or law enforcement 
personnel, who, having been duly authorized in writing 
by the Anti-Terrorism Council has taken custody of a 
person charged with or suspected of the crime of 
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terrorism or the crime of conspiracy to commit terrorism 
shall, without incurring any criminal liability for delay 
in the delivery of detained persons to the proper judicial 
authorities, deliver said charged or suspected person to 
the proper judicial authority within a period of three 
days counted from the moment the said charged or 
suspected person has been apprehended or arrested, 
detained, and taken into custody by the said police, or 
law enforcement personnel: Provided, That the arrest 
of those suspected of the crime of terrorism or conspiracy 
to commit terrorism must result from the surveillance 
under Section 7 and examination of bank deposits under 
Section 27 of this Act. 


The police or law enforcement personnel concerned 
shall, before detaining the person suspected of the crime 
of terrorism, present him or her before any judge at the 
latter's residence or office nearest the place where the 
arrest took place at any time of the day or night. It shall 
be the duty of the judge, among other things, to ascertain 
the identity of the police or law enforcement personnel 
and the person or persons they have arrested and 
presented before him or her, to inquire of them the 
reasons why they have arrested the person and determine 
by questioning and personal observation whether or 
not the suspect has been subjected to any physical, 
moral or psychological torture by whom and why. The 
judge shall then submit a written report of what he/she 
had observed when the subject was brought before him 
to the proper court that has jurisdiction over the case 
of the person thus arrested. 


The judge shall forthwith submit his / her report 
within three calendar days from the time the suspect 
was brought to his / her residence or office. 


Immediately after taking custody of a person charged 
with or suspected of the crime of terrorism or conspiracy 
to commit terrorism, the police or law enforcement 
personnel shall notify in writing the judge of the court 
nearest the place of apprehension or arrest: Provided, 
‘That where the arrest is made during Saturdays, Sundays, 
holidays or after office hours, the written notice shall 
be served at the residence of the judge nearest the place 
where the accused was arrested. The penalty of ten (10) 
years and one day to twelve (12) years of imprisonment 
shall be imposed upon the police or law enforcement 
personnel who fails to not & any judge as provided in 
the preceding paragraph. 


SEC. 19. Period of Detention in fie Event 
of an Actual or Imminent Terrorist Attack. 
- In the event of an actual or imminent terrorist attack, 
suspects may not be detained for more than three days 
without the written approval of a municipal, city, 
provincial or regional official of a Human Rights 
Commission or judge of the municipal, regional trial 
court, the Sandiganbayan or a justice of the Court of 
Appeals nearest the place of the arrest. If the arrest is 
made during Saturdays, Sundays, holidays or after 
office hours, the arresting police or law enforcement 
personnel shall bring the person thus arrested to the 
residence of any of the officials mentioned above that 
is nearest the place where the accused was arrested 
The approval in writing of any of the said officials shall 
be secured by the police or law enforcement personnel 
concerned within five days after the date of the detention 
of the persons concerned: Provided, however, That 
within three days after the detention the suspects, whose 
connection with the terror attack or threat is not 
established, shall be released immediately. 


SEC. 20. Penalty for Failure to Deliver 
Suspect to the Proper Judicial Authority 
within Three Days. - The penalty of ten (10) years 
and one day to twelve (12) years of imprisonment shall 
be imposed upon any police or law enforcement 
personnel who has apprehended or arrested, detained 
and taken custody of a person charged with or suspected 
of the crime of terrorism or conspiracy to commit 
terrorism and fails to deliver such charged or suspected 
person to the proper judicial authority within the period 
of three days. 


SEC. 21. Rights of a Person under 
Custodial Detention.- The moment a person charged 
with or suspected of the crime of terrorism or the crime 
of conspiracy to commit terrorism is apprehended or 
arrested and detained, he shall forthwith be informed, 
by the arresting police or law enforcement officers or 
by the police or law enforcement officers to whose 
custody the person concerned is brought, of his or her 
right: (а) to be informed of the nature and cause of his 
arrest, to remain silent and to have competent and 
independent counsel preferably of his choice. If the 
person cannot afford the services of counsel of his or 
her choice, the police or law enforcement officers 
concerned shall immediately contact the free legal 
assistance unit of the Integrated Bar of the Philippines 


(IBP) or the Public Attorney's Office (PAO). It shall 
be the duty of the free legal assistance unit of the IBP 
or the РАО" thus contacted to immediately visit the 
person(s) detained and provide him or her with legal 
assistance. These rights cannot be waived except in 
writing and in the presence of the counsel of choice; 
(b) informed of the cause or causes of his detention in 
the presence of his legal counsel; (с) allowed to 
communicate freely with his legal counsel and to confer 
with them at any time without restriction; (d) allowed 
о communicate freely and privately without restrictions 
with the members of his family or with his nearest 
relatives and to be visited by them; and, (е) allowed 
freely to avail of the service of a physician or physicians 
of choice. 


SEC. 22. Penalty for Violation of the Rights 
of a Detainee. - Any police or law enforcement 
personnel, or any personnel of the police or other law 
enforcement custodial unit that violates any of the 
aforesaid rights of a person charged with or suspected 
of the crime of terrorism or the crime of conspiracy to 
commit terrorism shall be guilty of an offense and shall 
suffer the penalty of ten (10) years and one day to 
twelve (12) years of imprisonment. 


Unless the police or law enforcement personnel who 
violated the rights of a detainee or detainees as stated 
above is duly identified, the same penalty shall be 
imposed on the police officer or head or leader of the 
law enforcement unit having custody of the detainee at 
the time the violation was done. 


SEC. 23. Requirement for an Official 
Custodial Logbook and its Contents. - The 
police or other law enforcement custodial unit in whose 
care and control the person charged with or suspected 
of the crime of terrorism or the crime of conspiracy to 
commit terrorism has been placed under custodial arrest 
and detention shall keep a securely and orderly 
maintained official logbook, which is hereby declared 
as a public document and opened to and made available 
for the inspection and scrutiny of the lawyer or lawyers 
of the person under custody or any member of his or 
her family or relative by consanguinity or affinity within 
the fourth civil degree or his or her physician at any 
time of the day or night without any form of restriction. 
The logbook shall contain a clear and concise record 
of: (a) the name, description, and address of the detained 
person; (b) the date and exact time of his initial 
‘admission for custodial arrest and detention; (с) the 
name and address of the physician or physicians who 
examined him physically and medically; (d) the state 
of his health and is physical condition at the time of 
his initial admission for -custodial detention; (е) the 
date and time of each removal of the detained person 
from his cell for interrogation or for any purpose; (f) 
the date and time of his return to his cell; (g) the name 
and address of the physician or physicians who 
physically and medically examined him after each 
interrogation; (h) a summary of the physical and medical 
findings on the detained person after each of such 
interrogation; (i) the names and addresses of his family 
members and nearest relatives, if any and if available; 
@ the names and addresses of persons who visit the 
detained person: (k) the date and time of each of such 
visits; (1) the date and time of each request of the 
detained person to communicate and confer with his 
legal counsel or counsels: (т) the date and time of 
each visit, and date and time of each departure of his 
legal counsel or counsels; and, (п) all other important 
events bearing on and all relevant details regarding 
the treatment of the detained person while under 
custodial arrest and detention. 


The said police or law enforcement custodial unit 
shall upon demand of the aforementioned lawyer or 
lawyers or members of the family or relatives within 
the fourth civil degree of consanguinity or affinity of 
the person under custody or his or her physician issue 
a certified true copy of the entries of the logbook relative 
to the concerned detained person without delay or 
restriction or requiring any fees whatsoever including 
documentary stamp tax, notarial fees, and the like. This 
certified true copy may be attested by the person who 
has custody of the logbook or who allowed the party 
concerned to scrutinize it at the time the demand for 
the certified true copy is made. 


‘The police or other law enforcement custodial unit 
who fails to comply with the preceding paragraph to 
keep an official logbook shall suffer the penalty of ten 
(10) years and one day to twelve (12) years of 
imprisonment. 


SEC. 24. No Torture or Coercion in 
Investigation and Interrogation. - No threat, 
intimidation, or coercion, and no act which will inflict 
any form of physical pain or torment, or mental, moral, 


or psychological pressure, on the detained person, which 
shall vitiate his free-will, shall be employed in his 
investigation and interrogation for the crime of terrorism 
or the crime of conspiracy to commit terrorism; 
otherwise, the evidence obtained from said detained ` 
person resulting from such threat, intimidation, or 
coercion, or from such inflicted physical pain or torment, 
ог mental, moral, or psychological pressure, shall be, 
in its entirety, absolutely not admissible and usable as 
evidence in any judicial, quasi-judicial, legislative, or 
administrative investigation, inquiry, proceeding, or 
hearing. 


SEC. 25. Penalty for Threat, Intimidation, 
Coercion, or Torture in the Investigation 
and Interrogation of a Detained Person. - 
‘Any person or persons who use threat, intimidation, or 
coercion, or who inflict physical pain or torment, or 
mental, moral, or psychological pressure, which shall 
vitiate the free- will of a charged or suspected person 
under investigation and interrogation for the crime of 
terrorism or the crime of conspiracy to commit terrorism 
shall be guilty of an offense and shall suffer the penalty 
of twelve (12) years and one day to twenty (20) years 
of imprisonment. 


When death or serious permanent disability of said 
detained person occurs as a consequence of the use of 
such threat, intimidation, or coercion, or as а 
consequence of the infliction on him of such physical 
pain or torment, or as a consequence of the infliction 
on him of such mental, moral, or psychological pressure, 
the penalty shall be twelve (12) years and one day to 
twenty (20) years of imprisonment 


SEC. 26. Restriction on Travel - In cases 
where evidence of guilt is not strong, and the person 
charged with the crime of terrorism or conspiracy to 
commit terrorism is entitled to bail and is granted the 
same, the court, upon application by the prosecutor, 
shall limit the right of travel of the accused to within 
the municipality or city where he resides or where the 
сазе is pending, in the interest of national security and 
public safety, consistent with Article 111, Section 6 of 
the Constitution. Travel outside of said municipality 
or city, without the authorization of the court, shall be 
deemed a violation of the terms and conditions of his 
bail, which shall then be forfeited as provided under 
the Rules of Court, 


He/she may also be placed under house arrest by 
order of the court at his or her usual place of residence. 
While under house arrest, he or she may not use 
telephones, cell phones, e-mails, computers, the internet 
or other means of communications with people outside 
the residence until otherwise ordered by the court 


The restrictions abovementioned shall be terminated 
upon the acquittal of the accused or of the dismissal of 
the case filed against him or earlier upon the discretion 
of the court on motion of the prosecutor or of the 
accused. 


SEC. 27. Judicial Authorization Required 
to Examine Bank Deposits, Accounts, and 
Records. - The provisions of Republic Act No. 1405 
as amended, to the contrary not withstanding, the justices 
of the Court of Appeals designated as a special court 
to handle anti-terrorism cases after satisfying themselves 
of the existence of probable cause in a hearing called 
for that purpose that: (1) a person charged with or 
suspected of the crime of terrorism or conspiracy to 
commit terrorism, (2) of a judicially declared and 
outlawed terrorist organization, association, or group 
of persons; and (3) of a member of such judicially 
declared and outlawed organization, association, or 
group of persons, may authorize in writing any police 
or law enforcement officer and the members of his / 
her team duly authorized in writing by the anti-terrorism 
council to: (a) examine, or cause the examination of, 
the deposits, placements, trust accounts, assets and 
records in a bank or financial institution: and (b) gather 
or cause the gathering of any relevant information 
about such deposits, placements, trust accounts, assets, 
and records from a bank or financial institution. The 
bank or financial institution concerned shall not refuse 
to allow such examination or to provide the desired 
information, when so ordered by and served with the 
written order of the Court of Appeals. 


SEC. 28, Application to Examine Bank 
Deposits, Accounts, and Records. - The written 
order of the Court of Appeals authorizing the 
examination of bank deposits, placements, trust accounts, 
assets, and records: (1) of a person charged with or 
suspected of the crime of terrorism or conspiracy to 
commit terrorism: (2) of any judicially declared and 
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‘outlawed terrorist organization, association, or group 
of persons, or (3) of any member of such organization, 
association, or group of persons in a bank or financial 
institution, and the gathering of any relevant information 
about the same from said bank or financial institution, 
‘shall only be granted by the authorizing division of the 
Court of Appeals upon an ex parte application t o that 
effect of a police or of a law enforcement official who 
has been duly authorized in writing to file such ex parte 
application by the Anti-Terrorism Council created in 
Section 53 of this Act to file such ex parte application, 
and upon examination under oath or affirmation of the 
applicant and the witnesses he may produce to establish 
the facts that will justify the need and urgency of 
examining and freezing the bank deposits, placements, 
trust accounts, assets, and records: (1) of the person 
charged with or suspected of the crime of terrorism or 
conspiracy to commit terrorism; (2) of a judicially 
declared and outlawed terrorist organization, 
association or group of persons; or (3) of any member 
of such organization, association, or group of persons. 


SEC. 29. Classification and Contents of 
the Court Order Authorizing the 
Examination of Bank Deposits, Accounts and 
Records. - The written order granted by the authorizing 
division of the Court of Appeals as well as its order, if 
any, to extend or renew the same, the original ex parte 
application of the applicant, including his ex-parte 
application to extend or renew, if any, and the written 
authorizations of the Anti- Terrorism Council, shall be 
deemed and are hereby declared as classified 
information: Provided, That the person whose bank 
deposits, placements, trust accounts, assets, and records 
have been examined, frozen, sequestered and scized 
by law enforcement authorities has the right to be 
informed of the acts done by the law enforcement 
authorities in the premises or to challenge, if he or she 
intends to do so, the legality of the interference. The 
written order of the authorizing division of the Court 
of Appeals designated to handle cases involving 
terrorism shall specify: (a) the identity of the said: (1) 
person charged with or suspected of the crime of 
terrorism or conspiracy to commit terrorism: (2) 
judicially declared and outlawed terrorist organization, 
‘association, or group of persons; and (3) member of 
such judicially declared and outlawed organization, 
association, or group of persons, as the case may be, 
whose deposits, placements, trust accounts, assets, and 
records are to be examined or the information to be 
gathered; (b) the identity of the bank or financial 
institution where such deposits, placements, trust 
accounts, assets, and records are held and maintained: 
(©) the identity of the persons who will conduct the said 
examination and the gathering of the desired 
information; and, (d) the length of time the authorize 
shall be carried ош. 


SEC. 30. Effective Period of Court 
Authorization to Examine and Obtain 
Information on Bank Deposits, Accounts, 
and Records. - The authorization issued or granted 
by the authorizing division of the Court of Appeals to 
examine or cause the examination of and to freeze bank 
deposits, placements, trust accounts, assets, and records, 
or to gather information about the same, shall be effective 
for the length of time specified in the written order of 
the authorizing division of the Court of Appeals, which 
shall not exceed a period of thirty (30) days from the 
date of receipt of the written order of the authorizing 
division of the Court of Appeals by the applicant police 
or law enforcement official 


The authorizing division of the Court of Appeals 
may extend or renew the said authorization for another 
period, which shall not exceed thirty (30) days renewable 
to another thirty (30) days ftom the expiration of the 
original period: Provided, That the authorizing division 
of the Court of Appeals is satisfied that such extension 
or renewal is in the public interest: and, Provided, 
further, That the application for extension or renewal, 
which must be filed by the original applicant, has been 
duly authorized in writing by the Anti- Terrorism 
Council. 


In case of death of the original applicant or in case 
he is physically disabled to file the application for 
extension or renewal, the one next in rank to the original 
applicant among the members of the team named in 
the original written order of the authorizing division of 
the Court of Appeals-shall file the application for 
extension or renewal: Provided, That, without prejudice 
to the liability of the police or law enforcement personnel 
under Section 19 hereof, the applicant police or law 
enforcement official shall have thirty (30) days after 
the termination of the period granted by the Court of 
Appeals as provided in the preceding paragraphs within 
which to file the appropriate case before the Public 
Prosecutor's Office for any violation of this Act. 


If no case is filed within the thirty (30)-day period, 
the applicant police or law enforcement official shall 
immediately notify in writing the person subject of the 
bank examination and freezing of bank deposits, 
placements, trust accounts, assets and records. The 
penalty of ten (10) years and one day to twelve (12) 
years of imprisonment shall be imposed upon the 
applicant police or law enforcement official who fails 
to notify in writing the person subject of the bank 
examination and freezing of bank deposits, placements, 
trust accounts, asscts and records. 


Any person, law enforcement official or judicial 
authority who violates his duty to notify in writing as 
defined above shall suffer the penalty of six years and 
onc day to cight years of imprisonment. 


SEC. 31. Custody of Bank Data and 
Information Obtained after Examination of 
Deposits, Placements, Trust Accounts, Assets 
and Records. - All information, data, excerpts, 
summaries, notes, memoranda, working sheets, reports, 
and other documents obtained from the examination of 
the bank deposits, placements, trust accounts, assets 
and records of: (1) а person charged with or suspected 
of the crime of terrorism or the crime of conspiracy to 
commit terrorism; (2) a judicially declared and outlawed 
terrorist organization, association, or group of persons: 
or (3) a member of any such organization, association, 
or group of persons shall, within forty-eight (48) hours 
after the expiration of the period fixed in the written 
order of the authorizing division of the Court of Appeals 
or within forty-eight (48) hours after the expiration of 
the extension or renewal granted by the authorizing 
division of the Court of Appeals, be deposited with the 
authorizing division of the Court of Appeals in a sealed 
envelope or sealed package, as the case may be, and 
shall be accompanied bya joint affidavit of the applicant 
police or law enforcement official and the persons who 
actually conducted the examination of said bank 
deposits, placements, trust accounts, assets and records. 


SEC. 32. Contents of Joint Affidavit. - The 
joint affidavit shall state: (a) the identifying marks, 
numbers, or symbols of the deposits, placements, trust 
accounts, assets, and records examined; (b) the identity 
and address of the bank or financial institution where 
such deposits, placements, trust accounts, assets. and 
records are held and maintained; (с) the number of 
bank deposits, placements, trust accounts, assets, and 
records discovered, examined, and frozen; (d) the 
outstanding balances of each of such deposits, 
placements, trust accounts, assets; (e) all information, 
data, excerpts, summaries, notes, memoranda, working 
sheets, reports, documents, records examined and 
placed in the sealed envelope or sealed package 
deposited with the authorizing division of the Court of 
Appeals:(f) the date of the original written authorization 
granted by the Anti-Terrorism Council to the applicant 
to file the ex parte application to conduct the 
examination of the said bank deposits, placements, trust 
accounts, assets and records, as well as the date of any 
extension or renewal of the original written authorization 
granted by the authorizing division of the Court of 
Appeals; and (g) that the items enumerated were all 
that were found in the bank or financial institution 
examined at the time of the completion of the 
examination. 


The joint affidavit shall also certify under oath that 
no duplicates or copies of the information, data, excerpts, 
summaries, notes, memoranda, working sheets, reports, 
and documents acquired from the examination of the 
bank deposits, placements, trust accounts, assets and 
records have been made, or, if made, that all such 
duplicates and copies are placed in the sealed envelope 
or sealed package deposited with the authorizing division 
of the Court of Appeals. 


It shall be unlawful for any person, police officer or 
custodian of the bank data and information obtained 
after examination of deposits, placements, trust accounts, 
assets and records to copy, to remove, delete, expunge, 
incinerate, shred or destroy in any manner the items 
enumerated above in whole or in part under any pretext 
whatsoever. 


Any person who copies, removes, deletes, expunges, 
incinerates, shreds or destroys the items enumerated 
above shall suffer a penalty of not less than six years 
and one day to twelve (12) years of imprisonment. 


SEC. 33. Disposition of Bank Materials. - 
The sealed envelope or sealed package and the contents 
thereof, which are deposited with the authorizing division 
of the Court of Appeals, shall be deemed and are hereby 
declared classified information, and the scaled envelope 
or sealed package shall not be opened and its contents 


shall not he divulged, revealed, read, or used as evidence 
unless authorized in a written order of the authorizing 
division of the Court of Appeals, which written order 
shall be granted only upon a written application of the 
Department of Justice filed before the authorizing 
division of the Court of Appeals and only upon a 
showing that the Department of Justice has been duly 
authorized in writing by the Anti-Terrorism Council to 
file the application, with notice in writing to the party 
concerned not later than three days before the scheduled 
opening, to open, reveal, divulge, and use the contents 
of the scaled envelope or scaled package as evidence 


Any person, law enforcement official or judicial 
authority who violates his duty to notify in writing as 
defined above shall suffer the penaity of six years and 
one day to cight ycars of imprisonment. 


SEC. 34. Application to Open Deposited 
Bank Materials.- The written application, with 
notice in writing to the party concerned not later than 
three days of the scheduled opening, to open the sealed 
envelope or scaled package shall clearly state the purpose 
and reason: (a) for opening the sealed envelope or 
sealed package: (b) for revealing and disclosing its 
classified contents; and, (с) for using the classified 
information, data, excerpts, summaries, notes, 
memoranda, working sheets, reports, and documents 
as evidence." 


SEC. 35. Evidentiary Value of Deposited 
Bank Materials. - Any information, data, excerpts, 
summaries, notes, memoranda, work sheets, reports, 
or documents acquired from the examination of the 
bank deposits, placements, trust accounts, assets and 
records of (1) а person charged or suspected of the 
crime of terrorism or the crime of conspiracy to commit 
terrorism; (2) a judicially declared and outlawed 
terrorist organization, association, or group of persons; 
or (3) a member of such organization, association, or 
group of persons, which have been secured in violation 
of the provisions of this Act, shall absolutely not be 
admissible and usable as evidence against anybody in 
any judicial, quasi-judicial, legislative, or administrative 
investigation, inquiry, proceeding, or hearing. 


SEC. 36. Penalty for Unauthorized or 
Malicious Examination of a Bank or a 
Financial Institution. Any person, police or law 
enforcement personnel who examines the deposits, 
placements, trust accounts, assets, or records in a bank 
or financial institution of: (1) а person charged with 
ог suspected of the crime of terrorism or the crime of 
conspiracy to commit terrorism; (2) a judicially declared 
and outlawed terrorist organization, association, or 
group of persons: or (3) a member of such organization, 
association, or group of persons, without being 
authorized to do so by the Court of Appeals, shall be 
guilty of an offense and shall suffer the penalty of ten 
(10) years and one day to twelve (12) years of 
imprisonment. In addition to the liability attaching to 
the offender for the commission of any other offense, 
the penalty of ten (10) years and one day to twelve (12) 
years of imprisonment shall be imposed upon any police 
‘or law enforcement personnel, who maliciously obtained 
ап authority from the Court of Appeals to examine the 
deposits, placements, trust accounts, assets, or records 
ina bank or financial institution of: (1) a person charged 
with or suspected of the crime of terrorism or conspiracy 
to commit terrorism; (2) a judicially declared and 
outlawed terrorist organization, association, or group 
of persons; or (3) a member of such organization, 
association, or group of persons: Provided, That 
notwithstanding Section 33 of this Act, the party 
aggrieved by such authorization shall upon motion duly 
{filed be allowed access to the sealed envelope or sealed 
package and the contents thereof as evidence for the 
prosecution of any police or law enforcement personnel 
who maliciously procured said authorization. 


SEC. 37. Penalty of Bank Officials and 
Employees Defying a Court Authorization. 
- An employee, official, or a member of the board of 
directors of a bank or financial institution, who refuses 
to allow the examination of the deposits, placements, 
trust accounts, assets, and records of: (1) а person 
charged with or suspected of the crime of terrorism or 
the crime of conspiracy to commit terrorism; (2) а 
judicially declared and outlawed terrorist organization, 
associahon, or group of persons; or (3) a member of 
such judicially declared and outlawed organization, 
association, or group of persons in said bank or financial 
institution, when duly served with the written order of 
the authorizing division of the Court of Appeals, shall 
be guilty of an offense and shall suffer the penalty of 
ten (10) years and one day to twelve (12) years of 
imprisonment. 
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SEC. 38. Penalty for False or Untruthful 
Statement or Misrepresentation of Material 
Fact in Joint Affidavits. - Any false or untruthful 
statement or misrepresentation of material fact in the 
joint affidavits required respectively in Section 12 and 
Section 32 of this Act shall constitute a criminal offense 
and the affiants shall suffer individually the penalty of 
ten (10) years and one day to twelve (12) years of 
imprisonment. 


SEC. 39. Seizure and Sequestration. - The 
deposits and their outstanding balances, placements, 
trust accounts, assets, and records in any bank or 
financial institution, moneys, businesses, transportation 
and communication equipment, supplics and other 
implements, and property of whatever kind and nature 
belonging: (1) to any person suspected of or charged 
before a competent Regional Trial Court for the crime 
of terrorism or the crime of conspiracy to commit 
terrorism; (2) to a judicially declared and outlawed 
organization, association, or group of persons: or (3) 
to a member of such organization, association, or group 
of persons shall be seized, sequestered, and frozen in 
order to prevent their use, transfer, or conveyance for 
purposes that are inimical to the safety and security of 
the people or injurious to the interest of the State. 


‘The accused or a person suspected of may withdraw 
such sums as may be reasonably needed by the monthly 
needs of his family including the services of his or her 
counsel and his or her family's medical needs upon 
approval of the court. He or she may also use any of 
his property that is under seizure or sequestration or 
frozen because of his/her indictment as a terrorist upon 
permission of the court for any legitimate reason. 


Any person who unjustifiably refuses to follow the 
order of the proper division of the Court of Appeals to 
allow the person accused of the crime of terrorism or 
of the crime of conspiracy to commit terrorism to 
withdraw such sums from sequestered or frozen deposits, 
placements, trust accounts, assets and records as may 
be necessary for the regular sustenance of his/her family 
or to use any of his/her property that has been seized, 
sequestered or frozen for legitimate purposes while 
his/her case is pending shall suffer the penalty of ten 
(10) years and one day to twelve (12) ycars of 
imprisonment 


SEC. 40. Nature of Seized, Sequestered 
and Frozen Bank Deposits, Placements, Trust 
Accounts, Assets and Records. - The scized. 
sequestered and frozen bank deposits, placements, trust 
accounts, assets and records belonging to a person 
suspected of or charged with the crime of terrorism or 
conspiracy to commit terrorism shall be deemed аз 
property held in trust by the bank or financial institution 
for such person and the government during the pendency 
of the investigation of the person suspected of or during 
the pendency of the trial of the person charged with 
any of the said crimes, as the case may be and their use 
ог disposition while the case is pending shall be subject 
to the approval of the court before which the case or 
cases are pending, 


SEC. 41. Disposition of the Seized, 
Sequestered and Frozen Bank Deposits, 
Placements, Trust Accounts, Assets and 
Record. - Ifthe person suspected of or charged with 
the crime of terrorism or conspiracy to commit terrorism 
is found, after his investigation, to be innocent by the 
investigating body, or is acquitted, after his arraignment 
or his case is dismissed before his arraignment by а 
‘competent court, the scizure, sequestration and freezing 
of his bank deposits, placements, trust accounts, assets 
and records shall forthwith be deemed lifted by the 
investigating body or by the competent court, as the 
case may be, and his bank deposits, placements, trust 
accounts, assets and records shall be deemed released 
from such seizure, sequestration and freezing, and shall 
be restored to him without any delay by the bank or 
financial institution concerned without any further 
action on his part. The filing of any appcal on motion 
for reconsideration shall not state the release of said 
funds from seizure, sequestration and freezing. 


If the person charged with the crime of terrorism or 
conspiracy to commit terrorism is convicted by a final 
judgment of a competent trial court, his seized, 
sequestered and frozen bank deposits, placements, trust 
accounts, assets and records shall be automatically 
forfeited in favor of the government. 


Upon his or her acquittal or the dismissal of the 
charges against him or her, the amount of Five hundred 
thousand pesos ( P500,000.00 ) a day for the period in 
which his properties, assets or funds were seized shall 
be paid to him on the concept of liquidated damages. 
The amount shall be taken from the appropriations of 
the police or law enforcement agency that caused the 
filing of the enumerated charges against him/her. 


SEC. 42. Penalty for Unjustified Refusal 
to Restore or Delay in Restoring Seized, 
Sequestered and Frozen Bank Deposits, 
Placements, Trust Accounts, Assets and 
Records. - Any person who unjustifiably refuses to 
restore or delays the restoration of seized, sequestered 
and frozen bank deposits, placements, trust accounts, 
assets and records of a person suspected of or charged 
with the crime of terrorism or conspiracy to commit 
terrorism айег such suspected person has been found 
innocent by the investigating body or after the case 


against such charged person has been dismissed or after 
he is acquitted by a competent court shall suffer the 
penalty of ten (10) years and one day to twelve (12) 
years of imprisonment. 


SEC. 43. Penalty for the Loss, Misuse, 
Diversion or Dissipation of Seized 
Sequestered and Frozen Bank Deposits, 
Placements, Trust Accounts, Assets and 
Records. Any person who is responsible for the 
loss, misuse, diversion, or dissipation of the whole or 
any part of the scized, sequestered and frozen bank 
deposits, placements, trust accounts, assets and records 
of a person suspected of or charged with the crime of 
terrorism or conspiracy to commit terrorism shall suffer 
the penalty of ten (10) years and one day to twelve (12) 
years of imprisonment. 


SEC. 44. Infidelity in the Custody of 
Detained Persons.- Any public officer who has 
direct custody of a detained person under the provisions 
of this Act and who by his deliberate act, misconduct, 
or inexcusable negligence causes or allows the escape 
of such detained person shall be guilty of an offense 
and shall suffer the penalty of (a) twelve (12) years and 
one day to twenty (20) years of imprisonment, if the 
detained person has already been convicted and 
sentenced in a final judgment of a competent court, 
and (b) six years and one day to twelve (12) years of 
imprisonment, if the detained person has not been 
convicted and sentenced in a final judgment of a 
competent court. 


SEC. 45. Immunity and Protection of 
Government Witnesses. - The provisions of 
Republic Act No. 6981 (Witness Protection, Security 
and Benefits Act) to the contrary notwithstanding, the 
immunity of government witnesses testifying under 
this Act shall be governed by Sections 17 and 18 of 
Rule 119 of the Rules of Court: Provided however That 
said witnesses shall be entitled to benefits granted tc 
witnesses under said Republic Act No. 6981 


SEC. 46. Penalty for. Unauthorized 
Revelation of Classificd Materials. - The penalty 
of ten (10) years and one day to twelve (12) years of 
imprisonment shall be imposed upon any person, ро! 
or law enforcement agent, judicial officer or civil servant 
who, not being authorized by the Court of Appeals to 
do зо. reveals in any manner or form any classified 
information under this Act 


EC. 47. Penalty for Furnishing False 
Evidence, Forged Document, or Spurious 
Evidence. - The penalty of twelve (12) years and one 
day to twenty (20) years of imprisonment shall be 
imposed upon any person who knowingly furnishes 
false testimony. forged document or spurious evidence 
in any investigation or hearing under this Act 


SEC. 48. Continuous Trial. - In cases of 
terrorism or conspiracy to commit terrorism, the judge 
shall set the case for continuous trial on a daily basis 
from Monday to Friday or other short-term trial calendar 
so as to ensure speedy trial. 


SEC. 49. Prosecution Under This Act Shall 
be a Bar to Another Prosecution under the 
Revised Penal Code or any Special Penal 
Laws. - When a person has been prosecuted under a 
provision of this Act, upon a valid complaint or 
information or other formal charge sufficient in form 
and substance to sustain a conviction and after the 
accused had pleaded to the charge, the acquittal of the 
accused or the dismissal of the сазе shall be a bar to. 
another prosecution for any offense or felony which is 
necessarily included in the offense charged under this 
Act 


SEC. 50. Damages for Unproven Charge 
of Terrorism. - Upon acquittal, any person who is 
accused of terrorism shall be entitled to the payment 
of damages in the amount of Five hundred thousand 
pesos ( P500,000.00 ) for every day that he or she has 
been detained or deprived of liberty or arrested without 
а warrant as а result of such an accusation. The amount 
of damages shall be automatically charged against the 
appropriations of the police agency or the Anti-Terrorism 
Council that brought or sanctioned the filing of the 
charges against the accused. It shall also be released 
within fificen (15) days from the date of the acquittal 
of the accused. The award of damages mentioned above 
shall be without prejudice to the right of the acquitted 
accused to file criminal or administrative charges against 
those responsible for charging him with the case of 
terrorism. 


Any officer, employee, personnel, or person who 
delays the release ог refuses to release the amounts 
awarded to the individual acquitted of the crime of 
terrorism as directed in the paragraph immediately 
preceding shall suffer the penalty of six months of 
imprisonment 


If the deductions are less than the amounts due to 
the detained persons, the amount needed to complete 
the compensation shall be taken from the current 
appropriations for intelligence, emergency, social or 
other funds of the Office of the President 


In the event that the amount cannot be covered by 
the current budget of the police or law enforcement 
agency concerned, the amount shall be automatically 


included in the appropriations of the said agency for 
the coming year. 


SEC. 51. Dirty to Record and Report the 
Name and Address of the Informant. - The 
police or law enforcement officers to whom the name 
of a suspect in the crime of terrorism was first revealed 
shall record the real name and the specific address of 
the informant. 


The police or law enforcement officials concerned 
shall report the informant's name and address to their 
superior officer who shall transmit the information to 
the Congressional Oversight Committee or to the proper 
court within five days after the suspect was placed 
under arrest or his properties were sequestered, seized 
or frozen. 


The name and address of the informant shall be 
considered confidential and shall not be unnecessarily 
revealed until after the proceedings against the suspect 
shall have been terminated. 


SEC. 52. Applicability of the Revised Penal 
Code. - The provisions of Book I of the Revised Penal 
Code shall be applicable to this Act. 


SEC. 53. Anti-Terrorism Council. - An Anti- 
Terrorism Council, hereinafter referred to, for brevity, 
as the “Council,” is hereby created. The members of 
the Council are: (1) the Executive Secretary, who shall 
be its Chairperson: (2) the Secretary of Justice, who 
shall be its Vice Chairperson: and (3) the Secretary of 
Foreign Affairs; (4) the Secretary of National Defense; 
(5) the Secretary of the Interior and Local Government; 
(6) the Secretary of Finance; and (7) the National 
Security Advisor, as its other members. 


The Council shail implement this Act and assume 
the responsibility for the proper and effective 
implementation of the anti-terrorism policy of the 
country. The Council shall keep records of its 
proceedings and decisions. All records of the Council 
shall be subject t о such security classifications as the 
Council may, in its judgment and discretion, decide to 
adopt to safeguard the safety of the people, the security 
of the Republic, and the welfare of the nation. 


The National Intelligence Coordinating Agency shall 
be the Secretariat of the Council. The Council shall 
define the powers, duties, and functions of the National 
Intelligence Coordinating Agency as Secretariat of the 
Council. The National Bureau of Investigation, the 
Bureau of Immigration, the Office of Civil Defense, 
the Intelligence Service of the Armed Forces of the 
Philippines, the Anti-Money Laundering Council, the 
Philippine Center on Transnational Crime, and the 

ional Police intelligence and investigative 
elements shall serve as support agencies for the Council. 


The Council shall formulate and adopt 
comprehensive, adequate, efficient, and effective anti- 
terrorism plans, programs. and counter-mcasures to 
suppress and eradicate terrorism in the country and to 
protect the people from acts of terrorism. Nothing herein 
shall be interpreted to empower the Anti- Terrorism 
Council to exercise any judicial or quasi-judicial power 
or authority. 


SEC. 54. Functions of the Council. - 1 п 
pursuit of its mandate in the previous Section, the 
Council shall have the following functions with бие 
regard for the rights of the people as mandated by the 
Constitution and pertinent laws: 


1. Formulate and adopt plans, programs and counter- 
measures against terrorists and acts of terrorism in the 
country; 


2. Coordinate all national efforts to suppress and 
eradicate acts of terrorism in the country and mobilize 
the entire nation against terrorism proscribed in this 
Act; 


3. Direct the speedy investigation and prosecution of 
all persons accused or detained for the crime of 
terrorism or conspiracy to commit terrorism and other 
offenses punishable under this Act, and monitor the 
progress of their cases: 


4. Establish and maintain comprehensive data-base 
information systems on terrorism, terrorist activities, 
and counter-ierrorism operations; 


5. Freeze the funds property, bank deposits, placements, 
trust accounts, assets and records belonging to a person 
suspected of or charged with the crime of terrorism or 
conspiracy to commit terrorism, pursuant to Republic 
Act No. 9160, otherwise known as the Anti-Money 
Laundering Act of 2001, as amended; 


6. Grant monetary rewards and other incentives to 
informers who give vital information leading to the 
apprehension, arrest, detention, prosecution, and 
conviction of person or persons who are liable for the 
crime of terrorism or conspiracy to commit terrorism; 


7. Establish and maintain coordination with and the 
cooperation and assistance of other nations in the 
struggle against international terrorism: and 


8. Request the Supreme Court to designate specific 
divisions of the Court of Appeals and Regional Trial 
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Courts in Manila, Cebu City and Cagayan de Oro City, as the case may be, to handle 
all cases involving the crime of terrorism or conspiracy to commit terrorism and 
all matters incident to said crimes. The Secretary of Justice shall assign a team of 
prosecutors from: (a) Luzon to handle terrorism cases filed in the Regional Trial 
Court in Manila; (b) from the Visayas to handle cases filed in Cebu City: and (с) 
from Mindanao to handle cases filed in Cagayan de Oro City. 


SEC. 55. Role of the Commission on Human Rights. - The Commission 
оп Human Rights shall give the highest priority to the investigation and prosecution 
of violations of civil and political rights of persons in relation to the implementation 
Of this Act; and for this purpose, the Commission shall have the concurrent jurisdiction 
to prosecute public officials, law enforcers, and other persons who may have violated 
the civil and political rights of persons suspected of, accused of, or detained for the 
crime of terrorism or conspiracy to commit terrorism. 


SEC. 56. Creation of a Grievance Committee. - There is hereby created 
а Grievance Committee composed of the Ombudsman, as chair, and the Solicitor 
General, and an undersecretary {rom the Department of Justice (DOJ), as members, 
to receive and evaluate complaints against the actuations of the police and law 
enforcement officials in the implementation of this Act. The Committee shall hold 
office in Manila. 


The Committee shall have three subcommittees that will be respectively headed 
by the Deputy Ombudsmen in Luzon, the Visayas and Mindanao. The subcommittees 
shall respectively hold office at the Offices of Deputy Ombudsmen. Three Assistant 
Solicitors General designated by the Solicitor General, and the regional prosecutors 
of the DOJ assigned to the regions where the Deputy Ombudsmen hold office shall 
фе members thereof. The three subcommittees shall assist the Grievance Committee 
in receiving, investigating and evaluating complaints against the police and other 
law enforcement officers in the implementation of this Act. If the evidence warrants 
it they may file the appropriate cases against the erring police and law enforcement 
officers. Unless seasonably disowned or denounced by the complainants, decisions 
or judgments in the said cases shall preclude the filing of other cases based on the 
same cause or causes of action as those that were filed with the Grievance Committee 
or its branches. 


SEC. 57. Ban on Extraordinary Rendition. - No person suspected or 
convicted of the crime of terrorism shall be subjected to extraordinary rendition to 
any country unless his or her testimony is needed for terrorist related police 
investigations or judicial trials in the said country and unless his or her human rights, 
including the right against torture, and right to counsel, are officially assured by the 
requesting country and transmitted accordingly and approved by the Department of 
Justice. 


SEC. 58. Extra- Territorial Application of this Act. - Subject to the 
provision of an existing treaty of which the Philippines is a signatory and to any 
Contrary provision of any law of preferential application, the provisions of this Act 
shall apply: (1) to individual persons who commit any of the crimes defined and 
punished in this Act within the terrestrial domain, interior waters, maritime zone, 
and airspace of the Philippines:-(2) to individual persons who, although physically 
outside the ierritorial limits of the Philippines, commit, conspire or plot to commit 
“any of the crimes defined and punished in this Act inside the territorial limits of the 
Philippines; (3) to individual persons who, although physically outside the territorial 
limits of the Philippines, commit any of the said crimes on board Philippine ship 
or Philippine airship; (4) to individual persons who commit any of said crimes 
within any embassy, consulate, or diplomatic premises belonging to or occupied by 
the Philippine government in an official capacity; (5) to individual persons who, 
although physically outside the territorial limits of the Philippines, commit said 
crimes against Philippine citizens or persons of Philippine descent, where their 
citizenship or ethnicity was a factor in the commission of the crime: and (6) to 
individual persons who, although physically outside the territorial limits of the 


Philippines, commit said crimes directly against the Philippine government. 


SEC. 59. Joint Oversight Committee. - There is hereby created a Joint 
Oversight Committee to oversee the implementation of this Act. The Oversight 
Committee shall be composed of five members each from the Senate and the House 
in addition to the Chairs of the Committees of Public Order of both Houses who 
shall also Chair the Oversight Committee in the order specified herein. The membership 
of the Committee for every House shall at least have two opposition or minority 
members. The Joint Oversight Committee shall have its own independent counsel. 


The Chair of the Committee shall rotate every six months with the Senate chairing 
it for the first six months and the House for the next six months. In every case, the 
ranking opposition or minority member of the Committee shall be the Vice Chair. 


Upon the expiration of one year after this Act is approved by the President, the 
Committee shall review the Act particularly the provisions that authorize the 
surveillance of suspects of or persons charged with the crime of terrorism. To that 
end, the Committee shall summon the police and law enforcement officers and the 
members of the Anti-Terrorism Council and require them to answer questions from 
the members of Congress and to submit a written report of the acts they have done 
in the implementation of the law including the manner in which the persons suspected 
of or charged with the crime of terrorism have been dealt with in their custody and 
from the date when the movements of the latter were subjected to surveillance and 
his or her correspondences, messages, conversations and the like were listened to 
or subjected to monitoring, recording and tapping. 


Without prejudice to its submitting other reports, the Committee shall render a 
semi-annual report to both Houses of Congress. The report may include where 
necessary а recommendation to reassess the effects of globalization on terrorist 
activities on the people, provide a sunset clause to or amend any portion of the Act 
or to repeal the Act in its entirety. 


The courts dealing with anti-terrorism cases shall submit to Congress and the 
President a report every six months of the status of anti-terrorism cases that have 
been filed with them starting from the date this Act is implemented. 


SEC. 60. Separability Clause. - If for any reason any part or provision of 
this Act is declared unconstitutional or invalid, the other parts or provisions hereof 
which are not affected thereby shall remain and continue to be in full force and 
effect. 


SEC. 61. Repealing Clause. - All laws, decrees, executive orders, rules or 
regulations ог parts thereof, inconsistent with the provisions of this Act are hereby 
repealed, amended, or modified accordingly. 


SEC. 62. Special Effectivity Clause. - After the bill shall have been signed 
into law by the President, the Act shall be published in three newspapers of national 
circulation: three newspapers of local circulation, one each in Ilocos Norte, Baguio 
City and Pampanga: three newspapers of local circulation, one each in Cebu, Iloilo 
and Tacloban: and three newspapers of local circulation, one each in Cagayan de 
Oro, Davao and General Santos City. 


The title of the Act and its provisions defining the acts of terrorism that are 
punished shall be aired everyday at primetime for seven days, morning, noon and 
Right over three national television and radio networks; three radio and television 
networks, one each in Cebu, Tacloban and Iloilo; and in five radio and television 
networks, one each in Lanao del Sur, Cagayan de Oro, Dayao City, Cotabato City 
and Zamboanga City. The publication in the newspapers of local circulation and the 
announcements over local radio and television networks shall be done in the dominant 
language of the community. 


After the publication required above shall have been done, the Act shall take effect two months after 
the elections are held in May 2007. 


Thereafter, the provisions of this Act shall be automatically suspended one month before 
and two months after the holding of any election
